| “Then I want to know further,” 
said Judge Stoddard, “if Mr. Bryan in 
tends to take an appeal from the de 
cision of your honor.“ 

Mr. Newton: “That we shall decide 
in due time.” 

“Then I enter a protest against Mr. 
Bryan as executor,” sald Stoddard. 

Newton answered: “Mr. Bryan will 
not appeal from the admission of the 
will to probate. Whether he will ap- 
peal from the court's decision to ex- 
| elude the sealed letter he is not re- 
quired to state now.” 
| Stoddard then began a speech of fur- 
ther protest and explanation, saying: 
“Your Honor has decided that the 
sealed letter is not a part of the will. 
We shall insist upon the performance of 
his duty as executor if Mr. Bryan is to 
act as such. But if there is any ling- 
ering suspicion that he intends to take 
an appeal, it is not right that he shall 
qualify also as executor. He cannot

ing appeal from your decision, Mr. 
Bryan undertakes a course for the ad-

Present Green Cats Will Go to Ar- 
cade Station, and White Cars Will 
Run to Boyle Heighte—Otber Extens- 
ive Improvements Under Way. 


Extensive and important changes in 
the routing sysiem of the Traction’s 
city roads have just been planned by 
General Manager McLenegan. 

The West Adams cars, which now 
run to Boyle Heights, will instead be 
given the run to the Southern Pacific 
Arcade station. The Westlake cars, 
which now represent the Traction at 
this depot, will take the long East 
Side run of the present green cars. 

The West Adams extension is to be 


immediately built on to Arlington 
street. By the present officials of the 
| road this is alteged tu be a .ranchise 


necessity, as the Hvookes,’ during then 
ownership, neglected to bulld to the 
ehd of their proposed route. Property 
owners and residents have made the 
demand, and the track will be laid a» 
soon as possible. 

Route changes cannot be carried out 
before the repainting of th» Traction 
cars to a uniform green color ts gon, 
pleted. When all the cars have been 
overhauled, the larger ones at presen. 
used in the Westlake district will be

and also freequency of car service. Ih 
West E‘tghth-atreet Traction cars run 
between two parallel systems of the 
ning on Seventh and Ninth streets. 
The West Adams cars are practically 
the only ones available for the large 
and rapidly-increasing resident class 
living west of Vermont avenue, be- 
tween Washington and Jefferson 
streets. 

Repainting and remodeling are being 
done as fast as possible. University 
at 
the Traction car barns, and all others 
are sent to the Pacific Electric shops 
of the Huntington line. Heavy bust 
ness makes it impracticable to have 
more than two c_:s8 out at one time, 80 
it will be about four months before all 
are finished.

RECEIPT GIVEN BY COLLECTORS 
INSTEAD OF LICENSE.

Numbered Receipt Books Were Issued 
te the Collectors and Inspectors Yes- 
terday—No Evidence of Dishonesty 

Discovered by Officials. 


An investigation of the municipal 
system of license collection has been 
quietly in during the past 
week. Asa result of the inquiry some 
réforms are promised, but it cannot be 
foretold how far-reaching the changes 
will be. Beginning yesterday all re- 
ceipt books sent out from the office 
of the City Tax and License Collector 


were stamped so that the same identi- 


fying mumber appears upon the body 


’ “@f the receipt and upon the stub. 


This change was made at the sug- 
gestion of City Attorney Mathews, who 
believed the practise of issuing biank 
signed receipt books to license col- 
lectors and inspectors should de dis- 
continued. The recent investigation 
of the license system, in which the 
City Attorney, City Clerk and License 
Collector have taken part, was brought

The authorities have gone somewhat 
wide of the mark set by ordinance for 
the collection of licenses. Section 3 
provides that “All licenses shall be 
paid in advance in the legal currency 
of the United States, at the office of 
the City Tax and License Collector.” 
that “Every person, 
firm or corporation having a license 
under the provisions of this ordinance, 
and carrying on a trade, profession, 
calling or occupation, at a particular 
place of business, shall keep such U- 
tense posted and exhibited, while in 


force, in some conspicuous part of sald 
place of business.” It is also provided 


that “Every peddier of goods, wares or 
merchandise shall carry his license 
with him at all times while engaged in 
peddling.“ 

But tse police whe, by the same or- 
dinance; are required to report to the 
City Clerk ry person not in posses- 
gion of a license and carrying on a 


ieensed trade or occupation have dis- 


covered that in many cases peddlers 
do not receive a license for months at a 
time. Instead they have merely the

Naturally the police want to know 
whether they are to accept these re- 
ceipts as licenses within the meaning 


of the ordinance. 


The ordinance, according to the City 
Attorney, contemplated that every !- 
cerise should be secured at the office, 
and the money paid over the counter.

“The system is all wrong,” declared 
& prominent city official yesterday.

The Council may give the collection 
system official consideration within a 
week or two, as the lax methods now 
in vogue have been called to the at- 
tention of the members. 

An inspection of the license books

“All police officers are hereby up- 
pointed assistant inspectors of licenses, 
and in addition to their several duties 
as police officers, are hereby required ‘vo 
examine all places of business and per- 
sons on their respective beats liabie t» 
pay a license and to see that such M. 
censes are taken out. 

The ordinance also provides that the 
police officers must make out a list of 
persons carrying on a business without 
a license every month and deliver the

Officer who falls for more than thirty 
days to report any person on his bent 
who does not pay a license is gulity of

The inspectors have power to arrest 
persons who do not secure their 
licenses, and it is urged that they 
should do so rather than to accept their 
money on the street and give a receipt 
in exchange. 

“I can speak confidently as to the 
honesty of the license collectors and in- 
spectors in my department, declared 
Tax Collector Johnson, 1 believe that 
more money is collected under the pres- 
ent system—and every dollar of it ac- 
counted for—than would be the case if 
all persons were compelled to come to 
the City Hall for their licenses. How- 
ever, this office is always open to sug- 
gestions, and if anyone can propose a 
better system, I shall be glad to inau- 
gurate it.“ 

Not long ago the attorneys in the 
Braun license case were certain that 
the Supreme Court would render a de- 
cision before or during the October 
term in this city. But the court has 
come and gone and the license case is 
just as unsettled as ever. Apparently 
there is a hitch somewhere. 

License collections for last month, 
however, amounted to $29,022.50, al- 
though many rms refused to pay on 
the plea that the, ordinance is illegal. 
The police judges will not hear cases 
pending a decision by the Supreme 
Court, and it seems to the authorities 
almost futile to arrest persons while 
license collections are in such a muddle. 

Few people realize the importance 
the expected Braun case decisions. Over 
$200,000 has been collected under the 
ordinance, and if the Supreme Court 
should declare it invalid. numerable 
suits to recover money would doubtless 
be brought againet the city. 

There is no doubt that the ordinance 
works a hardship in many cases, as was 
brought out in the Council last week 
regarding the plumbers’ license which 
is $7.50 a quarter for two journeymen 
and $25 a quarter for three journey- 
men. However, the City Attornev is 
very hopeful that the Supreme Court 
will decide in favor of the city.

Then they decided that it must 
be the water, but bread made with wa- 
ter from outside proved no more sub- 
stantial. Of course, the family had 
not failed to realize that someone 
might be playing a trick on them, and 
they have worked on that basis. One 
night the farmer, without telling any- 
one in the house of his intention, put 
some freshly made bread in a closed 
pan, set a rat-trap inside with it, set 
another trap on top of the lid, sprin- 
kled flour on the floor of the room in 
which the pan had been placed, and 
not only locked the door but stretched 
two lengths of cotton-yarn across it. In 
the morning, however, he found every- 
thing exactly as he had left it, with the 
exception that of the two loaves, which 
he had hidden in the pan, one had van- 
ished without leaving a single crumb, 
and the other had shrunk to half its 
original size. 

It was just after this test that Mr. 
Webster revealed to his neighbors 
what was going on in his house and 
invited the public generally to help 
him to solve the mystery. In response, 
a deputation formed of the leading 
chemists of the country round visited 
Raikes Farm and made a careful an- 
alysis of the bread, but at the end of 
it they confessed that they could give 
no reason for its strange performances. 
The bread seemed absolutely pure— 
there being no microbe or fungus in 
any part of it.

| WASHINGTON, Oct. 19.—The oppo- 
sition to the Cuban treaty on the part 
of the people in the fruit-growing sec- 
tions of the United States may be ex- 
cused on the ground of personal in- 
terest in the possible future develop- 
ment of Cuban trade. The planters in 
the island ate looking forward to an 
extensive increase in the area devoted 
to fruit production so soon as favor- 
able trade relations are established 
with the United States. Cuba is fa- 
vored by shortness of distance and the 
very high character of its products, 
and an example is at hand in the Isl- 
and of Jamaica, which has been saved 
from bankruptcy by encouraging the 
trade in fruits. This trade now consti- 
tutes 50 per cent. of the Jamaican ex- 
ports, for even the immense amount of 
sugar shipped from there never ex- 
ceeds 10 per cent. of the export trade.

If Italy can send $3.000.000 worth of 
lemons to the United States in a single 
year, the Cuban planters believe that 
they can successfully compete and se- 
cure a large part, if not all, of this 
Italian trade. 

France imports her fruit from Spain; 
Germany likewise. Engiand gets all of 
her oranges from Spain and lemons 
from Italy. Russia's fruit trade is 
with Italy, and, in fact, nearly all of 
the European countries depend upon 
Spain and Italy for their tropical 
fruits. Consul Bartleman, at Cadiz, in 
Spain, seems to think that the Call- 
fornia and Florida industries can be so 
encouraged as to supply the home 
market, and that there is no reason 
why at some not distant day in the 
future the United States should not 
become an exporter of oranges and 
lemons. Cuba will undoubtedly share 
in this future prosperity and become 
less and less dependent upon sugar and 
tobacco for her income 


Consul Monaghan, in writing of the 
German opinion of oriental trade, does 
not find much enthusiasm among the 
German manufacturers over their pos- 
sible increase of business in that direc- 
tion The American Consul concludes 
that the difficulty has been in securing 
reliable commercial representatives. 
An organ of the German export trade 
in discussing this matter makes some 
observations which may be of value or 
at least of interest to American firms 
contemplating representation in the 
scramble for the trade of the Orient. 
This paper says that if a business Is to 
be conducted upon a wholesale plan it 
is wise to attempt to engage a “big 
representative’ who has been in the 
business for a long time and can show 
unmistakable proof of honesty and 
business integrity. Generally it is dif- 
ficult to engage such men because 
very frequently they are already in the 
service o me prominent competitor 
who came first upon the field. Then, 
also, they are, as a rule, crowded with 
work, as men with unblemished repu- 
tations who are capable of running a 
large wholesale business in the Orient 
for a Buropean exporter are rare and 
cannot be picked up every day. It is 
claimed, however, that though these 
responsible parties may be reluctant to 
undertake any more business, if they 
can be prevailed upon to do so, great 
confidence may be placed in the re- 
sults. 

In case of articles which are to be 
pushed in the markets upon a small 
scale, and mainly in the retail trade, 
the engagement of some smaller repre- 
sentative is thought to be advisable, 
and that it is especially in such cases 
that great circumspection is necessary 
in making a choice. Many of these 
smaller firms have been upon the com- 
mercial blacklist for years, yet man- 
age to cover up their tracks 80 
shrewdly that the unsuspecting are an 
easy prey. 

The American Consul thinks that 
these facts make the situation plain 
enough to show that oriental represen- 
tatives cannot wisely be engaed 
through the malls and without the 
most scrutinizing investigation. To 
make a choice among those who offer 
themselves through correspondence is 
considered by the European exporter 
as the height of folly unless those who 
apply for the place are able to produce 
evidence of their responsibility and in- 
tegrity. guaranteed by some well 
known firm which has consented to act 
as a sort of insurer. 


A curious illustration of the dif- 
ference in the component parts of the 
diet of two peoples is found in Con- 
sul Warner's report upon the potato 
industry in Germany. He calls atten- 
tion to the fact that in Germany, a 
country with an area of about two hun- 
dred thousand square miles, there are 
nearly ten million people engaged in 
agriculture and that in the United 
States, with an area of over three mil- 
lion square miles, there are only about 
the same number. Notwithstanding the 
greater area in the United States and 
the much greater population, the po- 
tato production was less than 300,000,- 
000 bushels in the United States, while 
in Germany it was over 1,593,000,000 
bushels. 

The yield of potatoes in the United 
States is about % bushels to the acre, 
while in Germany it is 200 bushels to 
the acre, showing more intense and 
careful cultivation and a more Mberal 
use of artificial fertiligers. The per 
capita production of potatoes in Ger- 
many is neariy twenty-nine bushels, 
while in the United States it is less 
than four bushels. The per capita con- 
sumption of potatoes in Germany is a 
little less than twenty-nine bushels, 
and in the United States less than four 
bushels. 

In Germany, as well as in nearly 
every other European country, potatoes 
form the principal fool of a very large

Italy alone amounting to over $3,000,000. | 


Germany is made from potatoes. Every 
large farm has its potato distillery, 
which is under the control of the gov- 
ernment. The manufacture of starch, 
glucose, and other by-products of the 
potato are very large industries. The 
price of the product as compared in the 
two countries shows that potatoes are 
sold in Germany for manufacturing 
purposes for 12.62 cents per bushel and 
for food at 20.9 cents per bushel; while 
in the United States the farm value of 
the product during the past year was 
47 cents per bushel. There is a very 
large import trade in potatoes in a 
great many countries, especially Great 
Britain, and American representatives 
abroad see no reason why the United 
States should not get some of this 
trade, though it is evident that the 
European farmers are able to produce 
these tubers at a much smaller cost 
than the ruling market price in the 
United States. 


On January 1, 1904, a law governing 
the use of automibiles will go into et- 
fect in England. The new regulations 
are very strict. They provide for the 
registration of cara, the licensing of 
drivers and give the local government 
boards certain latitude in requiring 
identification marks to be displayed 
upon all motors in such a way as to be 
easily distinguished day or night. 
There are fees attached to securing all 
of the permits necessary, and after the 
close of this year it will be no longer 
legally possible for any person to drive 
a motor car in England unless he is at 
least 17 years of age, nor will any one 
be allowed to ride a motor-cycle under 
14 years of age. This requirement is 
intended to prevent the licensed driver 
from handing over the care of the car 
to any lady or gentleman passenger on 
board who has an ambition to try his 
or her hand at the wheel. 

The speed limit is not the only 
measure ot safety, for the law says: 
“If any person drives a motor car on 
a public highway recklessly or negli 
gently, or at a speed or in a manner 
which is dangerous to the public, hav- 
ing regard to all the circumstances of 
the case, including the nature. conl- 
tlon and use of the highway, and to 
the amount of trame which actually Is 
at the time or which might reasonably 
be expected to be on the highway, that 
person shall be guilty of an offense un- 
der this act.“ 

The lo¢al authorities are to be the 
judges as to the manner in which a 
man was running a car and the law 
has been interpreted to mean that mo- 
tor cars are to be excluded from nar- 
row lanes where their movement would 


| be obviously dangerous to passers-by. 
|The speed limit on public highways is 
twenty miles per hour, but upon the 
request of any loca! authority this 
‘limit can be reduced within their juris- 
diction to ten miles per hour. 

The penalties for violation of the 
lan are very severe, running as high as 
$250, with the alternative of three 
' months’ imprisonment, and in case of 
accident for which the motor is at 
fault, the driver is required to give his 
name and address, and the name and 
address of the owner of the 
car and its number if required. Trav- 
eling by motor cars js now very gen- 
eral throughout Great Britain and 
upon some of the main highways be- 
tween important towns more motors 
are encountered than horse vehicles. 
‘There has been a great deal of trouble 
caused by the rapid passage of touring 
cars through the small English vil- 
lages and the local authorities have 
done everything in their power to check 
this method of proceeding, but without 
material results. The Parliamentary 
act above referred to is intended to re- 
nforce the hands of -the-tecal authori- 
ties in regulating motor traffic. 


Traveling men accustomed to come 
and go in the United States without 
restriction of any kind find themselves 
under a very different status when they 
enter foreign countries. Traveling 
agents who carry no goods for sale, but 
only samples, enjoy freedom from all 
taxes in France. but they are compelled 
to carry a business identification card 
issued by the authorities. This agent 
is limited in his activities to business 
transactions with those firms which 
deal in his line of gools, and the sam- 
ples he carries are exempt from duty if 
re-exported within a year from the 
date of entry. Regular duty, however. 
has to be leposited with the customs 
house and is refundel. 

In the British Isles commercial trav- 
elers are exempt from all taxes, and 
especially trade licenses, except in the 
case of trade commodities, for the sale 
of which special public licenses are re- 
quired. Such commodities include sil- 
verware, tobacco, alcoholic liquors, etc. 
It is general throughout the world to 
allow foreign traveling men to enter a 
country and do business, but not with- 
out careful surveillance and a system 
of permits and licenses which serve not 
only as a means of identifying the 
agent himself, but as identification for 
the samples of goods brought into the 
country. * 


Consul Piatti writes to the State De- 
partment from Nice, France, to the ef- 
fect that he has received many in- 
quiries from the United States in re- 
gard to the cultivation of flowers for 
distilling the perfume. He says that 
land having southern exposure is gen- 
erally chosen, and terraces upon hill- 
sides have often given the best results. 
The ground is well dug and well-man- 
ured, but beyond this no special treat- 
ment is used, and the. cultivators pro- 
ceed as with ordinary crops. The 
plants used largely for the purpose of 
distillation are the violet, acacia, jon- 
quil, mignonette, rose, orange flower, 
jasmine, tuberose and pink or carna- 
tion. As a rule the crops, being of a 
perishable nature, are sold at prices 
fixed by the distillers, and the produc- 
ers are therefore at the mercy of the 
buyers. 

The price of the flowers paid to the 
grower ranges from 7 cents per kilo- 
gram, or 2.2046 pounds, to $1.15 for 
acacia blossoms. All these blossoms 
are used in the new system of distilla- 
tion or absorption by grease. Some of 
these, as the rose, orange flower, and a 
limited amount of jasmine, are sub- 
mitted to the old process of listillation. 
Official injuiries are now being made 
as to the value of rose geranium leaves

for distillation purposes. The crop has 
attained large proportions in Consul 
Platti's district, the annual production 
reaching over 3,000,000 pounds. Two and 
one-half acres will yield about 66,000 
pounds, and the price received is from 
$1.14 to $1.33 for 220 pounds. The prod- 
uct of pure essence of each 2000 pounds 
is about 2.2 pounds of perfume. Some 
experiments are now in progress in 
France as to the cultivation of mint for 
distillation purposes, but the product 
has not yet secured a place in com- 
merce. 


The State Department has been in- 
formed that electric lighting plants are 
wanted at  Thorshaven, in the Faroe 
Islands. Gas motors are also needed in 
Russia. In the latter place a large 
number of one-thousand-horse-power 
machines have been recently imported. 
From Bilbao comes a note of a great 
increase in the trade of nitrate of soda 
and sulphate of ammonia for agricul- 
tural purposes. The United States now 
furnishes about one-third of what is 
used. Slam wants to buy windmills. 
These mills should be of galvanized 
Steel, about sixteen feet in diameter, 
and suitable for furnishing power for 
irrigating purposes ini dry weather and 
for husking and milling rice in wet 


weather. 


Strange Discovery in France. 

Embedded in the wall of a little 
cemetery at Olargues, near Beziers, in 
France, a most extraordinary discov- 
ery has been made within the past few 
days. A Dutch-shaped, wide-mouthed 
bottle containing a curious document— 
being a list of valuables removed from 
ths Palace of the Tuileries by the Em- 
press Eugenie on the ill-fated night of 
September 4, 1870, that witnessed the 
downfall of the dynasty of Napoleon— 
was discovered while some repairs 
were being made in the wall of the 
cemetery. 

The written statement is as follows: 
“Contained in this jewel casket turned 
over this day by order of her Imperial 
Majesty, the Empress Eugenie, to 
Louls Bassouin to be taken by him to 
the castle of the Countess of Montijo 
at Madrid and there to be carefully se- 
creted: A necklet of pear and dta- 
monds, a token of homage from the 
Emperor of Russia; a bracelet, Floren- 
tine style, gift of the King of Italy; a 
diamond chain, presented by the Khe- 
dive of Egypt; a gold repeater watch, 
with miniature of Queen Victoria, 
whose gift it is; eighteen brilliants of 
the finest water, weighing altogether 
42 carats; and [£.5,000,000 in notes of 
the Bank of France—a total value of 
f. 8.000, 000. 

Louis Bassouln has signed in the 
chancellery a duplicate receipted in- 
ventory, to be destroyed when the 
Countess of Montijo (mother of the 
Empress Eugenie) acknowledges hav- 
ing received the valuables. It bears the 
date of Paris, Palace of the Tulleries, 
September 4, 1870. Below is stamped: 
“Grand Chamberlain of the Palace.” 
The signature that follows is almost 
iNegible. The paper, which is yellow 
and damp-stained, bears the stamp of 
the imperial chancellery to the left of 
the signature. 

From this it would appear that these 
valuables of the Empress Eugenie, who 
also lost 4 crown and a husband on 
that memorable night, could not have 
reached Madrid, and they may t 
be secreted in the neighborhood. the

The chemical action of these bacteria, 


which exist practically every where( 
but especially on the surface of sand 
or stone, is to transform the decaying 
matter into nitrates and nitrites, thus 
supplying plant life with a necessary 
food as well as renewing the supply 
of nitrogen that vegetation is also con- 
stantly taking from the air and soil. 
The number of them in a given filter 
Varies with the age of the filter. the 
character of the sand and the way ii is 
bedded.

This. of course, Is a broad statement, 
since the study of our bacterial friends, 
te say nothing of bacteria! enemies, is 
yet. comparatively speaking, in its 
early stages; so much so that to many 
the idea that any bacteria can 
called “good” is still somewhat sur- 
—— Thus far sewage purification

Just at present the 
this new institute laboratory, which 
is under the direction of Prof. W. T. 
Sedgwick, whose biological research 
work has already done so much to 
counteract the danger of contamination 
of municipal water supplies through 
presence of sewage, is considered par- 
ticularly significant. Sewage purifica- 
| tion offers problems that increase in 
magnitude as our cities grow in popu- 
lation, and immense sums of money 
have already been spent on such plans 
as that by which Chicago through its 
drainage cana! is sending its sewage 
into the Mississippi River. Various ef- 
forts, in fact, are looking toward a 
satisfactory solution of this growing 
municipal problem. The results, there- 
fore, of the new Technology Labora- 
tory, now dally tapping the sewage of 
boston, quietly comparing the results 
of different methods of rendering it 
harmless to humanity and systemitic- 
ally seeking a scientific acquaintance 
with the countless bacterial agents 
which nature has furnished and which 
man has only lately discovered, bid 
fair to make the modest wooden struc- 
tures in which it has housed itself 
memorable objects in the history of 
applied science. 


Stories of Gladstone. 


John Morley, tn his life of Gladstone, 
tells how the latter received his first in- 
Vitation from Queen Victoria to form 
a ministry. It was in 1868. He writes: 
“On the afternoon of December 1 he 
received at Hawarden the communica- 
tion from Windsor. ‘I was standing by 
him,’ says Mr. Evelyn Ashley. ‘holding 
his coat on my arm while he in his shirt 
sleeves Was wielding an ax to cut down 
4 tree. Up came a telegraph messenger. 
He took the telegram, opened it and 
read it, then handed it to me, speaking 
only two words, “Very significant,” and 
#t once resumed his work. The mes- 
sage merely stated that Gen. Grey 
would arrive that evening from Wind- 
sor. This, of course, implied that a 
mandate was coming from the Queen 
charging Mr. Gladstone with the forma- 
tion of his first government. After a 
few minutes the blows ceased ang Mr. 
Gladstone, resting on the handle of his 
ax, looked up and with deep earnestness 
in his voice and with great intensity in 
his face, exclaimed: “My mission is to 
pacify Ireland.” He then resumed his 
task and neVer said another word till 
the tree was down.’ ” 

Gladstone's prolixity in his writings is 
iliustrated by this anecdote: “On the 
occasion of the Irish church bill of 1869 
the Prime Minister sent to the Queen a 
print of its clauses and along with this 
closely-written quarto pages in expla- 
draft a letter covering over a dozen 
nation. Himeelf intensely absorbed

could not conceive that the sovereign, 
nursing a decided dislike of his policy. 
should not eagerly desire to get fo the 
bottom of the provisions for carrying 
the policy out. The Queen read the 
letter and reread it, and then in de- 
spair desired a gentleman practiced in 
dealing with parliamentary bills, hap- 
pening at that time to be at Osborne, 
to supply her with a summary.” 
Gladstone's biography tells of a royal 
party at Windsor in Queen Victoria's 
reign which, after dining, instantly 
took to cards. The sums involved were 
not, however, enormous. “I found,” 
writes Gladstone, for once a gambler, 
“I had won 2 shillings twopence at the 
end, of which 8 pence was paid me by 
the Prince. I mean to keep the two- 
penny piece (tthe sixpence 1 cannot 
identify) accordingly.” This unique 
souvenir of his gambling prowess one 
would scarcely expect to be prized by 
a serious statesman.—(Chicago News.

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SPEAKER OF 
THE HOUSE. 


**Uncile oe Cannon and the 
Office He MF 


Nex’ to the President Most Pow- 
eu Man in the Nation. 


Other Men Who Have Occupwed 
the Office Personal uy of 
Mr. Cannon. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 2.--The cry 
“The King is dead. Long live the 
Kine was heard in effect long before 
the adiournment of the last seasion of 
Congress. Indeed, it arose from the 
very minute that David B. Henderson 
announced that he would not be a can- 
didate for re#lection to Congress, and 
it has been growing in volume ever 
since. It has enabled Hon. Joseph G. 
Cannon of Illindis, familiarly known 
as “Uncle Joe,” to become, while yet 
nothing more than a Representative in 
Congress from a rural district, the most 
influential man, next to the President, 
in the United States. When the gavel 
falls next week it will call to order the 
largest body of lawmakers which has 
ever assembled in the hall of the lower 
house of Congress, and the growth of 
membership ig one of several contribu- 
tory factors which will give to the 
new Speaker greater power than any of 
hie predecessors in originating, direct- 
ing and controlling legislation. . ~ 
The circumstances under which the 
new Speaker comes into his own are 
vastly different from those which have 
ushered in the careers of some other 


occupants of the same position. Now- 
adays the choice of a Speaker, or at 
leamt the formal part of it, proceeds 
with the ease and precision of clock- 
work. The candidate who has been 
agreed upon by the members of the 
party in power is placed in nomination 
goon after the clerk has called the 
House to order, is immediately elected. 
escorted to the chair in due form, and 
the organization of the body follows 
promptly. The result of the contest is 
known 80 far in advance that, as in 
the present instance, the Speaker-elect 
is enabled to give consideration for 
months prior to the assembling of Con- 
gress to the distribution of those chair- 
manshipa which constitute the most 
coveted plums of the Congressional 
ple. 

NOT ALWAYS CUT AND DRIED. 

As has been said, however, the choice 
of a Speaker was not always the cut- 
and-dried affair we find it at the dawn 
of the twentieth century. One of the 
most memorable contests for the Speak- 
ership occurred in 1859, when the lead- 
ing candidates were Thomas Babcock 
of Virginia, John Sherman of Ohio and 
Galusha A. Grow of Pennsylvania. Such 
was the pandemonium which reigned 
in the House—the members were in- 
flamed by the feeling which later cul- 
minated in the Civil War—that it was 
two days after the first vote ere a 
second ballot could be secured. The 
fight dragged on for more than eight 
weeks. but at the end of that time 
Sherman withdrew, and on the forty- 
fourth ballot the election went to Pen- 
nington of New Jersey, a “dark horse.” 
In the Fifty-#econd Congress the Dem- 
ocrats had a bitter Speakership contest, 
which resulted in the victory of Crisp, 
and it is interesting to note that just 
previous to this, Joseph G. Cannon was 
one of the competitors in a Speaker- 
ship struggle in which Reed and Me- 
Kinley were the principal contestants, 
and tn which the former won out. Since 
the Fifty-first and Fifty-second Con- 
gresses there were no contests for the 
Speakership until the one of this year. 
and this latter, although participated 
in by many aspirants, was brought to 
a sudden termination by the victory 
of Cannon. 

AGES OF SPEAKERS. 


The selection of Mr. Cannon for the 
second best place in official life is re- 
markable from the fact that up to this 
time thé Speakers of the House have 
been, for the most part, comparatively 
young men. Of the thirty-four Repre- 
sentatives who have wielded the gavel 
in the more than a century of the 
House's history, the oldest was Pen- 
nington, who, as mentioned 


was 63 yeurs of age when chosen as 
the compromise candidate. Clay and 
Pennington were the only men ever 
chosen for Speaker during their first 
term in the House. 

Next to Pennington, the oldest Speak- 
er was Henderson, who has just retired 
and who had reached his fifty-ninth 
year when chosen. The House has had 
in its history only six Speakers who 
were over 50 years of age, while 
eighteen had not passed forty years 
when chosen, and of this latter number 
seven ranged from 80 to 36 years of 
age. The youngest Speaker was R. M. 
T. Hunter of Virginia, who was but 
30. and only tn his second turm when 
chosen. Of the most famous Speak- 
ers, Cy was 34 when chosen; Grow, 
88; Blaine, 39; Crisp, 46; Carlisle, 48, 
and Reed. 50. 

„Uncle Joe” Cannon will 5 all 
records, for he will be not only the old- 
est man ever chosen Speaker of the 
House, but the member of longest serv- 
ice prior to his elevation to the post 
of supreme power. Up to this time 
Henderson has led the Speakers in ten- 
ure of office. He had served sixteen 
years in the body over which he was 
chosen to preside, while 
Reed had served but twelve years: 
Crisp, eight; Blaine and Carlisle, six 
each. Toa put to shame the records of 
these comparative youngeters§ there 
now comes Mr. Cannon, who is at hi 
sixty-elghth milestone and has served 
twenty-eight years in the House, to 


which he was first elected in the vear 
that Gen. Grant defeated Horace Gree. 
lev for President. 
FIRST FROM ILLINOIS. 
There i# yet another feather in Mr. 
meinber 


from Illinois who has ever won the 
Speakership. It would appear as though 


the Keystone State of tne Middle West 
ad been sadly neglected in this re- 
spect when compared with other com-. 
monwealths. Virginia, Massachusetts 
and Kentucky have each furnished 
four Speakers; Indiana, three; South 
Carolina, Maine, Tennessee, New Jer- 
sey and Georgia, two each. However, 
there is consolation for Illinois in the 
fact that New .York, likewise, has had 
but one Speaker, and the President- 
making State of Ohio has also fur- 
nished but one Speaker, in the person 
of Joseph Warren Keifer, who 
strangely enough has lately felt a re- 
awakening of his old ambition to serve 
in Congress. In the period of posses- 
sion Kentucky takes the lead, her sons 
having held the Speakership, all told, 
twenty-two years; Virginia had the 
honor for thirteen years; Maine, 
twelve; Pennsylvania, eleven, and 
Massachusetts ten. 

Joseph G. Cannon, the new Speaker, 
is easily one of the most picturesque 
figures in the American House of Com- 
mons. His career has been an interest- 
ing one. He is a native of North Caro- 
lina, but his ancestors for many gen- 
erations iived in Massachusetts. There 
would seem to be an explanation of 
some of Uncle Joe's characteristics ana 
some of his mannerisms, in the fact 
that hig mother was a Quaker, anda 
traced her lineage back to the days of 
the founder of the sect. When Iittle 
Joe was only four years of age, his pa- 
rents traveled in prairie schooners to 
the then new West. When he was 
fourteen his father was drowned, and 
the sons school days suddenly ended. 
The lad went to work ina country 
store and labored for five years, saving 
during the interval the sum of $600, 
half his aggregate compensation. This 
sum enabled him to spend eighteen 
months in a law office. Without funds, 
and with a rather imperfect knowledge 
of his new profession, he hung out his 
shingle in a small town in Illinois, and 
during bis first year he would have 
starved had not a good friend advanced 
the amount of his board bill. Gradually, 
however, he forged ahead, and during 
the Civil War and a few years follow- 
ing, he was State’s Attorney. Cannon 
did not think of coming to Congress 
until along in the seventies. His physi- 
clan ordered him to rest from his ar- 
duous law practice, and the way just 
opened nafurally for him to come to the 
big legislative body at Washington. 

A PLAIN MAN. 

The new Speaker is plain, unpreten- 
tious, and practical. He is rich in good, 
old-fashioned, common sense. Cannon 
is fond of a good cigar, arid a good 
story, and he can tell the latter as well 
as listen. If he has but a single aud- 
itor he rests one hand on his shoulder 
and causes the listener to feel as 
though he was a life-iong friend of the 
narrator. The new Speaker is naturally 
democratic and good-natured, but there 
need be no fear that he wil! allow him- 
self to be imposed upon in his new po- 
sition. Said Thomas B. Reed to the late 
Willlam McKinley, on one occasion: 
“Joe knows more about parliamentary 
law than either of us, Mac,” and this 
knowledge has increased rather than 
diminished. Cannon likewise knows the 
machinery of the government down to 
the smallest cog, and his long experi- 
ende as a rough-and-ready debater on 
the floor of the House will enable him 
to appreciate the trials and tribulations 
of the men who succéed him in that 
role. 

The one bitter note in Cannon's pres- 
ent triumph is found in the fact thit 
his wife cannot share in the honor for 
which he has waited so long. The 
death of his life partner a few years 
ago was a heavy blow to the veteran 
legislator. Mrs. Cannon always took 
the keenest interest in politics, and, in- 
deed, politics was mixed up with her 
romance from the very start. As 
struggling lawyer in Illinois young J 
Cannon had no sooner fallen in love 
with Mary Reed, a pretty school 
teacher from Ohio, than he found him- 
self the rival candidate for justice of 
the peace against Mafy’s brother. At 
first young Cannon felt sure that if he 
defeated Marys brother he would 
have a mighty slim chance of winning 
Mary, but as be pondered over the 
vexed problem he came to the conclu- 
sion that if he won, the brother woula 
not let him have the girl, whereas if 
he lost, the girl would be equally sure 
to throw him over, so he decided to go 
in and win the election in the hope 
that he would get the girl also. The 
hoped for happened. He married Mary 
Reed soon after he was elected justice, 
and, of course, the brother could not 
long stay mad” at his sister’s hus- 


band. 
HIS HOME LIreE. 


Now that he is to be Spegker, Repre- 
sentative Cannon, who for many years 
has lived in Washington hotels, is to 
have a home of his own at the capital. 
“Uncle Joe” is a great lover of home 
comforts. His residence in his home 
town of Danville, III., is filled with 
comfortable chairs, and includes a li- 
brary that is a welcome haven for any 
book-loving visitor. His home in 
Washington will bé much the same sort 
of a temple to ease and solid comfort. 
The new Speaker is already planning 
to entertain there some of his cronies 
who share his fondness for corn bread 
and old-fashioned delicacies, and his 
repasts bid fair to become more famous 
than Senator Hanna's “corned-beef- 
hash breakfasts.” The Cannon home 
will be presided over by the Speaker's 
daughter, who is one of the best-in- 
formed women, in so far as political at- 
fairs are concerned, to be foupd in the 
country. 

The new Speaker will not rank as one 
of the weriihy men in Congress, but 
nevertheless he is waat his rural con- 
atituents term well fixed.””

Speaker Cannon will prove 
a notable addition to the group of dis- 
tinctive Americans who are constantly 
in the public eye. The keen wit and 
philosophy which underly his homely 
phrases and rude epigrams render him 
a veritable David Harum.

Raising Telephone Poles, 

In setting and removing telephone 
poles in Balt more one of the telephone 
companies has designed a vehicle by 
which the work is done in a much 
shorter period than by the ordinary 
method, while the use of guy ropes 
and props is largely dispensed with. 
The vehicle igcludes a heavy four- 
wheeled truck, but the larger wheels 
are placed in front iwstead of the rear 
to give it greater stability. It is al- 
lasted,” so to speak, in the center, 
when necessary, by placing on the 
framework a block of stone or metal. 
Attached to the rear of the truck is 
a similar to those used in hoist- 
ing building material, but much heav- 
ler. To its end is attached a collar 
supporting a set of blocks, through 
which pass ropes of suitable size. 

The lower end of the boom fits into 
a socket in the truck, so that it can 
be readily swung into any position 
and can be lowered into a bed on the 
truck when not in use. When a pole 
is to be removed the truck is driven 
to a convenient position beside it, the 
boom raised and the tackle attached 
to the pole at a point Where the bal- 
ance is such that the weight on both 
sides of the tackle is nearly equal. The 
base of the pole is loosened by cutting 
it through or digging about the 
foundation, when a half-dozen men 
can easily raise it free from the 
ground and lower it to a horizontal 
position either on the truck or on the 
pavement by adjustment of the tackle. 
In a recent trial of the apparatus a. 
pole was removed from its bed and 
taken down in twelve minutes—{Phil- 
adelphia Record.

Ancient Castle With Uncanny Secret. 


GLASGOW, Oct. 2.—It would be 
rather interesting to know whether 
Lord and Lady Strathmore's golden 
wedding festivities, held at Glamis 
Castle the other day, had any shadow 


Cast upon them by the strange secret 


which for so many years has hung like 
a pall over this historic Scotch pile. 
What this secret is only three—or per- 
haps four—people in the world know, 
these being the Lord of Glamis himself, 
his heir, and the steward of his estate. 
For this secret in real life, like those in 
the old tales, is revealed by every Earl 
of Strathmore to his eldest son, when 
the latter comes of age, and he in turn 
passes it down. 

Toward the solution of the mystery— 
which is famous throughout Scotland— 
an uncommon number of theories have 
been advanced. It is known that the 
“secret” is connected with one of the 
rooms in Glamis Castle, and so most 
people believe that in this chamber, into 


“which coming earis of Strathmore are 


taken solemniy on their twenty-first 
birthday—conceals some monster. The 
most fantastic and grewsome of the 
legends told throughout the countryside 
has it that, at one time, a “human 
toad” was born to the house of Strath- 
more, and, moreover, that this mon- 
with something 
like immortality, for which reason it 
has had to be guarded from the sight 
of the world ali this time. But a saner 
legend declares that the secret room 
holds the bones of a band of prisoners 
who, in Scotland's days of strife, were 
incarcerated there and starved to death. 

There really seems to be no doubi 
that, in some room of Glamis Castle 
there is something that the Strathmores 
are unwilling to have seen. some 
years ago, so say the Scotch peasants, 
a workman was called in by the Ear! 
and set to repairing the castle roof. 
He had not been at work long, however, 
when he came down actually shaking 
with fright, evidently as the result of 
some terrible sight which had met his 
eyes, and, as soon as he had recovered 
his nerve to some extent demanded to 
see Lord Strathmore. A long inter- 
view resulted, and the outcome of it 
was that the workman suddenly found 
himself possessed of the desire and 
rather more than the means to emil- 
grate to Australia and to establish him- 
self in that country. ; ; 

There is another well-vouched-for 
story of how some guests of the Strah- 
mores once attempted to solve the mys- 
tery of Glamis Castle. The folk touk 
advantage of the absence of Lord 
and Lady Strathmore, Who were paying 
an afternoon visit from the 
castle, to enter every Visible room in 
the mansion and to towel out 
of the window of each. Then they 


the 


went outside the castle and got a rather 
unpleasant thrill when they noticed 
that, high up in one of the turrets, there 
was a casement from which no towel 
was hanging. And though they re- 
entered the castle and hunted for the 
mysterious hidden chamber it was all 
in Vain. 

The Strathmore family is, of course, 
one of the most historic in Scotland, 
Earl's ancestors back as far as 
1425 having been men of prominence in 
the affairs of their country. The pres- 
ent owner of Glamis is 79 and his son, 


ho, by the way, is Lord Glamis, is 


now 4, so that he must have been 
taken into the secret chamber and had 
its mystery revealed to him in 1676. 

Naturally, considering the number 
of family seats in Great Britain which 
date back to remote times, there are 
not a few ancient homes in this coun- 
try that, like Glamis Castle, have some 
mystery surrounding them. For in- 
stance, there is Littlecote in Wiltshire, 
a certain pecullarity in connection with 
which has puzzled many a historian. 
In one of the bedrooms of Littlecote 
is a bedstead with blue drapery, now 
faded and mildewed owing to the lapse 
of time since it was hung. And just 
at the bottom of one of the bed-cur- 
tains, there is a place where a small 
piece of the cloth has been cut out and 
then sewn in again. Why, no one 
knows, and though it seems so small 
a matter, that mysterious little patch 
has been the subject of guesses by 
many famous men, among them Sir 
Walter Scott and Lord Macaulay, both 
of whom confessed that they “gave it 
up.“ 

In Haddon Ha.., the ancient home of 
the Dukes of Rutland, there is one 
strongly-barred door which is sup- 
posed to lead to a hidden room. But for 
what reason the bars were placed 
there Is a profound mystery, and one. 
moreover, which the Rutlands respect 
and make no attempt to solve. 

y the way, one of our American 
Duchesses must, by this time, have 
been Initiated into one of these ven- 
etable mysteries, the lady in question 
being the Duchess of Manchester. For 
Kimbolton Castle, the Duke'sseat whicn 
has so many memories of Queen Cath- 
erine of Arragon, has also its secre:“ 
which has been handed down through 
the generations. This secret, however, 
unlike that of Glamis Castle, is known 
to the most important members of the 
Manchester famiiy. In the castle, there 
is a magnificent chamber known as 
“the Queen's“ and in this room, on 
every Holy Thursday, the reigning 
Duke, his Duchess, and his heir, fore- 
gather and go through with some cere- 
mony. What ceremony, the outside 
world kens not, but it is understood 
that a secret panel in the Queen's 
room plays an important part therein.

TUTOR TORTURED 
BOY DEATH.

ERLIN, Oct. 25.—Not in years has 

so deep a public feling deen 

aroused here by any case of a 
criminal sort as exists over the affair 
of the private tutor, Dippold, who has 
just been found gullty of torturing to 
death one of the two boys of Herr 
Koch, director of the Deutsch Bank, 
and practicing almost as great bar- 
barity on the other of the lads who 
had been placed in his charge. At 
first, it seemed almost incredible that 
the charges of actual fiendishness to- 
ward fourteen-year-old Joachim and 
thirteen-year-old Heinz Koch which 
were made against the tutor could 
have more than a slight foundation, 
but they were substanitated fully at 
his trial, and the details then brought 
out make the case one of the most re- 
volting in the criminal records of Ger- 
many. 

It was proved that Dippold had been 
in the habit of binding the boys hand 
and foot and beating them with a 
heavy stick until it broke. He also 
had beaten each of them with an iron 
rod until they fell to the ground un- 
conscious. At night, he had obliged 
them to lie, naked, on the floor and 
had chained them to the bedstead in 
such a way that they could not move 
a muscle. And when, from utter ex- 
haustion, they fell asleep, he prodded 
them with a poker to waken them. He 
kicked them on their bare bodies wita 


his heavy, hob-nailed boots, and even 
Stamped on their heads. More than 
once he thrashed them so brutally 


that the floor of the room in which the 
beating took place was covered with 
blood. He also made them walk in the 
snow barefooted in 20 deg. of frost, 
with the result that their feet were 
frostbitten. When the body was ex- 
amined of the boy who died as the re- 
sult of Dippold’s brutality, it was 
found covered with marks of ili-treat- 
ment, while the back was bruised and 
ulcerated and many of the tissues gan- 
grenous. 

A remarkable feature of this case 
Was the way in which Dippold for so 
long managed to keep the confidence of 
the parents of the unfortunate boys 
whom he was maltreating, and the 
means by which he succeeded in frus- 
trating all attempts to expose him. It 
should be explained that Dippold. whe 
had the reputati of an exemplary 
master, Was not ‘lodged at the Koch 
residence in Berlin, but, according to 
the German habit, had the boys with 
him at Beyreuth, where they were ab- 
solutely at his mercy. The first hint 
that their parents had that anything 
was wrong came to them from the serv- 
Allts at the house in Beyreuth where 
Dippold and the boys were living. 
These servants had been so shocked by 
the suffering which they knew the two 
little fellows were underguing that they 
felt it their duty to nvtify the Kochs, 
whose address they managed to obtain. 

So Frau Koch went ta Beyreuth to 
investigate. She saw the boys, but, re- 
markable as it seems, apparently did 
not think it necessary to look at their 
bodies, and as they showed no other 
signs of having been IIi- treated, she 
was convinced that the reports which 
had reached her had been false, espe- 
clally as the boys themselves said that 
they) were perfectly contented. At the 
trial the other day, little Joachim, 
whom Dippold did not succeed in kl 
ing, declared that he and his brother 
would have confessed having com- 
exasperate 


mit murder rather than 
their merciless tutor. And, before Frau 
Koch left for Berlin, ippold suc- 


ceeded in making her tell him which of 
his servants it was that had warned 
her against him, and actually obtained 
her authority for discharging thgm. 
The mother, however, had not been 
back in Berlin long, than reports began 
to reach her from other sources that 
her two boys were being tortured b 
their tutor. This time she sent two o 
her men friends, a physician and an 
army officer, to look into the matter, 
but Dippold managed to bamboozle 
both of them. In fact, he hoodwinked 
them 80 successfully that when they 
returned to Berlin they told Frau Koch 
that the tutor was a “most excellent 
young man,“ and impressed her with 
his virtures to such an extent that the 
woman whose children the tutor was 
literally flaying alive almost daily, sent 
this monster a check for $125, with a 
wos of thanks for his “faithful serv- 


Now, however, Dippold threw a great 
bluff. He replied to Grau Koch's letter 
in the tone of a man who had been 
deeply injured, and declared that, un- 
less he might be free from suspicion 
henceforth, he would give up his post, 
ending by demanding permission to 
take his charges to his native village 
of Drosendorf. This was given him, 
and at Drosendorf, in a rickety cottage 
away from other houses, was 


out the tragedy which drove the spec- 
tators in a German courtroom half mad 
when they heard the story of it the 
other day. 

The tutor began immediately to in- 
flict greater barbarities on his youn 
charges than ever he had permitt 
himself before. The old woman who 
acted as Dippoid’s housekeeper deposed 
at the trial that for two months before 
Heinz s death, she had heard shrieks 
of pain from the boys’ room. “Every 
night,” she said, “they cried and 
begged for mercy. The more they cried 
the more the tutor beat them. Their 
shrieks often continued for hours, at 
times from sunset until sunrise, and 
often,” went on this old frau, “I buried 
my head in the bedclothes to shut out 
the sounds of their suffering.” 

When he was brought into court to 
testify against Dippold. the head of 
little Joachim Koch barely reached 
above the rail of the witness box, but 
the boy had his nerve with him, and 
what he had to tell made a terrific 
impression, not only upon the judge, 
the jury and the people in the court- 
room, but upon Dippold himeelf. First 
he told about their repeated beatings, 
and how they had been chained to 
their beds. . he went on, 
“we were so tired that. we fell asleep 
even in this position, and then Dip- 
pold woke us roughly and beat us til! 
the blood flowed. We fainted, and he 
kicked us until we regained conscious- 
ness. One night he broke seven thick 
sticks on our backs.” 

The judge now asked the boy why 
be and his brother had not complained 
to their parents. 

Joachim answered: “Dippold told us 
repeatedly that father and mother 
thought lt was good for us to 
be thrashed as often as possible." 

“Did you believe that?“ asked the 
judge. 

“We had to,” said the boy. “As the 
beatings went on month after month 
and no one interfered, we supposed 
that our parents knew and approved.” 

Here the mother and father, who 
were in court, broke down entirely and 
sobbed pitifully. 

Then the story was told of how 
Heinz was tortured to his death. The 
boy woke up that morning feeling , 
and begged Dippold to let him stay 
in’ bed, but the tutor literally drag- 
ged him out on the floor and obliged 
him to dress and begin work. Heinz 
tumbled over and moaned in agony 
when Dippold kicked him and stuffed 
a gag in his mouth. He carted the 
boy into a bathroom and drenched 
bim with .tce-cold water until he 
fainted, when he kicked him again. 
Then he made little Joachim beat his 
brother’s hands with a walking stick 
until Heinz fainted for the third time. 
Dippold now carried him to his room 
and flung him on the bed, after which 
the tutor calmly went out for a walk. 
Joachim, however. stayed with his 
brother and soon noticed that he wus 
Vreathing strangely. He tried to make 
him tell how he felt, but the boy was 
too far gone. In a few minutes he 
died. 

Perhaps there never has been such 
a scene in a courtroom as was en- 
acted after this story was told. The 
spectators lost all control of them- 
selves, and men and w®men crivid: 
“We can listen no longer to this tale 
of brutality. To the gallows with the 
monster? 

Dippold. who until now had ma.n- 
tained a rather cynical attitude, went 
ghastly pale and cowered in the dock, 
for he believed he was about to be 
lyhched» Curses and threats were be- 
ing hurled at him by the people, and 
the warders-never expected to get him 
out of the court in safety. However, 
this was managed after the tutor na 
been given the maximum sentence 
prescri by law—eight years im- 
prisonment and the loss of all his 
civil rights. 

The only defense that the man could 
make was that the two little boys 
had bad habits and that his systematic 
torturing of them had been necessary 
for their cure. The medical experts 
described Dippold as sane, but a moral 
degenerate, actuated by a “blood ma- 
nia.” °

It is Charged that He Acted Without 
a Sense of Delicacy—It Will Harm 
His Reputation, 


New York Times: Mr. Bryan's 
political opponents have never 
brought any charge against him 
except of being a misleading and dema- 


Fogo politician. He was long ago epi- 
grammatically described as a maa 
without private vices or public virtues. 
There is, we believe, no considerable or 
respectable section of the American 
people who would gladly or readily ac- 
cept, or would incline to believe, accu- 
Sations against his personal character. 

And yet the accusations brought 
against him in the contest of a will in 
Connecticut, and largely supported by 
his own testimony, cannot be lightly 
dismissed. They are serious. It ap- 
pears that he had inspired a well-to-do 
citizen of that State with a personal 
and political admiration which made 
that citizen anxio@s to do something” 
for him, and it further appears that the 
form this benefaction should take was 
dictated by Mr. Bryan himself. By 
the law of Connectitcut, the lawyer who 
draws a will cannot appear in it as a 
legatee.

In 1895 E. P. Clark and Gen. H. M. 
Sherman built an electrie road 


through the valley. It passed by way 
oft Colegrove, which was then the 
most flourishing village in the valley, 
and by Sherman, which was selected 
by the company as the location for its 
power-house. 

Hollywood, whose name is now upon 
every one's ps and whose inhabit- 
ants will next Saturday vote upon in- 
corporating asa city of the sixth class, 
then had no existence, except as a 
small and unimportant village. In 1898 
H. J. Whitley became interested in 
that locality and went to work to de- 
velop its resources. He bought at that 
time the Hurd place, comprising an 
orange, and lemon orchard, located on 
what is now known as Prospect Bou- 
levard and Wilcox avenue. and a 
lemon orchard on Sunset Boulevard, 
in all about twenty acres; considera- 
tion named, about $20,000. He at 
once began agitating for the copstruc- 
tion of a branch of the Los Angeles- 
Pactfic Railroad (electric line) to run 
through Hollywood. After months of 
unceasing work upon the part of him- 
self and his neighbors he succeeded in 
raising the required bonus. The 
branch was built anc regular train 
service thereon was put into effect 
January 27, 1900. 

An agitation was then begun to se- 
cure good roads for the valley, which 
should have Hollywood as their cen- 
ter, and in 1901 Sunset and Prospect 
boulevards were widened and built 
from Laurel Cafion to Vermont ave- 
nue, 


FROM 1901 TO 1903. 

Up to this time practically no new 
deveiopments had been made in the 
way of building. The property now 
known as Ocean View tract was then a 
barley field, and, outside of some im- 
proved orchards, the country was given 
over to vegetable gardens and the land 
was worth from $200 to $400 per acre. 

The Los Angeles-Pacific Boulevard 
and Development Company was organ- 
ized in November, 1901, purchased be- 
tween 300 and 400 acres, and laid out 
and improved the present Ocean View 
tract. Since then the company and its 
stockholders have opened up and 
graded about sixteen miles of boule- 
varded streets, lined with palms and 
shrubbery, installed a water system, 
bullt five two-story brick business 
blocks, a $25,000 tourist hotel, numer- 
ous beautiful homes, and secured the 
installation of a telephone system, an 
electric lighting system, and a fifteen- 
minute car service instead of the hourly 
car service which they thought them- 
selves lucky to obtain in 1901. In fact, 
it may be truly claimed that they have 
in effect secured the creation in its 
present state of the flourishing commu- 
nity which is now comp in the 
limits of Hollywood. 

The Ocean View tract was placed 
upon the market in March, 1902. Since 
then from it, and the H. J. Whitley 
tract adjoining, over 225 Villa lots have 
been soid at an aggregate price of about 
$300,000. 

The company paid back to Ke stock 
holders in dividends the money they 
had invested in it in about a year after 
its organization, and the dividends 
since paid bring the total payments to 
stockholders up to 140 per cent. All 
purchaserga of the company's lands, 
moreover, have made handsome profits 
on their investments. What these in- 
vestors, and developers, have made, no 
man has lost. Values have simply been 
created by the liberal and judicious use 
of capital and energy, in conjunction 
with the advantages which the location 
and surroundings afforded. 

In a sense this is simply an tilastra- 
tion of what can be done in this south- 
ern country in the legitimate develop- 
ment of natural opportunities.

The reéntrance of Henry Irving,— 
whose unembellished name is more 
honorable than any title can make it, 
night,

and brilliant audience. Much has al- 
ready been published with reference 
to the play of Dante“ and to Henry 
Irving's acting in it, and little, if any- 
thing, of special import, remains to be 
said. The purpose of presenting 
Henry Irving in the character of the 
illustrious Italian poet probably was 
prompted by observation of his partial 
personal resemblance to the accepted

Upon this 
hint, and upon other intimations of 
the Divine Comedy, together with 
such incidents of Italian history as 
serve to indicate the iron age of 
bigotry, despotism, cruelty, and vice 
in which Dante’s lot was ‘cast, the 
dramatists have reared their elaborate 
fabric of romantic picture and 
tumultuous deed; and, while their 
mechanical artifice is conspicuous, 
their theatric device somewhat hyper- 
bolical, their detail exuberant, their 
atmosphere sanguinary, their bounty 
of horror excessive, and their style 
more executive than exalted, their 
play sho great wealth of resource, 
remarkable ingenuity, excellent judg- 
ment in the practtcal display of a dif- 
ficult theme, and admirable tenderness 
and delicacy of feeling in the portrait- 
ure of a noble character. The play 
lacks form a little, because it is over- 
loaded with material; but, essentially, 
it is a great play,—because incessantly 
vibrant and tremulous with action that 
illustrates a great subject,—and it 
affords a spectacle of vast magni!fi- 
cence. The supernatural element of 
it, in particular, is employed with con- 
summate skill,—Dante descending into 
hell, and making a progress through 
that underworld in which his age be- 
lieved, in order to obtain the guidance 
of spirits in his search for his daugh- 
ter, forcibly seized and imprisoned by 
his enemies upon earth.

Sardou and Other Things. 

laurence Irving, 
son of Sir Henry Irving. who is now 
in New York with Ma father’s “Dante” 
Production, has several interesting 
things to say about Sardou, who wrote 
the play. In an interview with the 
New York Times last week, Laurence 
Irving said: 

“Sardou is a remarkable man, and 


commonplace as you may understand. 
I have spent much time with him in 
Paris, and have found him, his per- 
sonality, and his methods of working 
a fascinating study. To begin with he 
leaves absolutely nothing to chance, 
The business of his plays, the move- 
ments of the characters on the scene, 
the relations of one person to another 
in the actual representation of his 
dramatic work, are always determined 
in advance of the actual rehearsals. 
(of course, there may be occasional va- 
riations during the time of preparation, 
but, generally speaking, the action is 
so clearly indicated in the manuscript 
that the author's intent is firmly and 
unmistakably indicated. 

“And what a worker he is! Think 
of it: this man 75 years old, in the 
evening of a life that has been filled 
with activity, has lost none of his en- 
thusiasm, not a jot of his ambition. 
He is up every morning at 8 Oelek 
that may not seem so very early to you 
strenuous Americahs—but it is quite 
remarkable over there, 

“He is a great talker, and is pretty 
apt to monopolize the conversation at 
all times. Of course, with a man as 
interesting as Sardou one rather re- 
joices in that fact, but it is none the 
less amusing at times. I remember 
several occasions at dinner where he 
had been dilating between mouthfuls 
of food with more or less enthusiasm 
upon certain things in ‘Dante.’ At one 
point, when he had just placed a morsel 
in his mouth, my were framing some 
answer to what he had been saying 
when he stopped me with a gesture— 
it was true he could not speak at that 
moment, for utterance was impossible 
with mastication in progress, but nev- 
ertheless he did not want me to in- 
terrupt his flow of speech before he had 
finished what he had set Out to say. 

“He is tremendously careful about 
the details of scenes, costumes, and 
what one might term the externals of 
production. When I went to see him 
in regard to ‘Dante’ he had already 
prepared models of all the principal 
scenes, “with th ecolor schemes clearly 
indicated. and the various mechanical 
devices suggested if not actually in 
working order. We were not able to 
use all of these suggestions, to be sure. 
for my father has certain ideas of his 
own. and he is as inexorable about 
them as Sardou. Of course there were 
little controversies in such matters. 
but Sardou is eminently practical, and 
it was only necessary finally to con- 
vince him of the correctness of our 
point of view.”

These African territories are called “The Congo Inde- 
pendent State,” but they may now be looked upon as a 
Belgian colony. King Leopold's claim to them came from 
his sending out Stanley and other explorers and exploit- 
ing the country. He spent something like seven million 
dollars in his various enterprises, and when he said that 
he expected to build up an independent state In Africa 
which should be free to the trade of al! nations, the 
other powers agreed, and the United States recognized 
the new country.

chief food products are peanuts and mandioca, the roots 
of the latter forming the native bread, which is made 
with fermented palm sap for yeast. 

Most of the work is done by the women. They culti- 
vate the gardens, make the bread, and do the cooking. 
Some of the men are fishers and hunters, and in some 
tribes they have trades, being blacksmiths, tailors and 
house builders. Hverything, however, is of the rudest de- 
scription, and most of the tribes are barbarous to an 
extreme. 


Slavery and Cannibalism, 


The Belgians claim that they are trying to put down 
slavery, but their enemies say they are forcing them to 
work their plantations. There is no doubt but that 
slavery is still common in the greater part of the terri- 
tory. It has been so for ages, and it will take a long 
time to break it up. 

In times past slaves have been raised not only fo, 
work, but for food. There are some tribes in which 
human flesh is sold, the slaves being fattened with 
bananas, fish and oil, that they may bring better prices. 
The flesh of men is said to be worth more than that of 
women, and to have a better flavor. 

Many of the slaves are taken in war, and a common 
taunt of a Congo cannibal to his adverrary is: 

“You shall rest in my stomach tomorrow.” 

The most common of the slave traders have been the 
Arabs, who have gradually moved down from northern 
Africa. They are shrewder and braver than the Congo 


‘ 


negroes, and in the past they have made a business of | 


dealing in ivory and slaves. Bands of them will collect 
a lot of ivory, forcing the villagers to aid them in doing 
so. THey then kill off the useless members of the village 
and force the others to carry the ivory to the seacoast, 
where they sell both ivory and bearers, the latter going 
as slaves, In the interior slaves have been very cheap. 
A bottle of gin was a fair price for one, and a few 
beads, buttons or bright-colored cloths was enough to 
buy a whole family. 

Both the missionaries and the government are to a 
certain extent doing away with these practices, but it 
will be long before they bave abolished them. 


The New Railroads, 


The secretary of the Congo State tells me that the 
railways which have been built there are prospering, 
especially the cre about the cataracts. This ra!lway is 
£50 miles long. It runs about twenty miles south of the 
river connecting Matadi with Stanley Pool, and is now 
open for traffic throughout its length. Matadi is the 
farthest inland that the Scean steamers can come. It ns 
a thriving port, right at the foot of the catdracts. The 
Belgians have built piers and docks there. They have 
established warehouses and factories, and have made 
ic one of the centers of African trade. The railroad 
begins at Matadi, and climbs the mountains, reaching a 
height of something like 1500 feet above the sea. It goes 
through a most picturesque region, and finally ends at 
Ndola, a little cast of Leopoldville, and under the shadow 
of Mt. Leopold. The road was begun in 1887, and two 
years later the Belgian government subscribe! for two- 
fifths of its capital stock, which altogether amounts to 
$5,000,000. It took nine years to construct it, and 
the cost was about $50,000 a mile.

The terminus of this ralirohd might be called the Chi- 
cago of the Congo. The river is navigable for steamers 
as large as those on the Mississippi for a thousand miles 
further up, and it has branches which communicate with | 
almost the whole Congo Basin. Railroads ere now 
pianned to run from Stanleyville, on the Upper Congo, to 
Lake Albert Nyanza, and from Nyang to Lake Tangan- 
yika. The latter road will be connected-by boats on the 
lake with thé railroad which is to be built by the Ger- 
mans from the Indian Ocean somewhere opposite Zanzi- 
bar to Tanganyika, and then the trip across Africa will | 
be comparatively easy. These roads will probably also | 
have connection with the line which is to be built from | 
Cairo to the Cape. 

Both the Lower and Upper Congo have excellent 
steamers. There are thirty steamers on the Upper Congo, 
a large number of them belonging fo the government, 
and there are seeral ocean liners which eil regularly 
from Liverpool, Hamburg, Rotterdam and Lisbon to 
Boma and Matadi. There are ships every three weeks 
for Antwerp, so that in all 230 steamships visit Boma 
every year. There are seven goverhment steamers 
which ply between Boma and Matadi, making the trip 
up stream in about six or seven hours, and down ia 
about half that time. 


Whe Do the Business, 


The United States ought to have more trade on the 
Congo, but it will not get it until it sends its own 
steamers from New York to Africa. At present all the 
business is done by European companies. The Belgian 
Commercial Company deals largely in the Upper Congo. 
It has stations at Matadi and all along the river. 

There are also large Dutch firme. At the time that 
Belgium took possession of the country, there was a — 
‘terdam Company, with a capital of three-quarters of a 
million dollars, which had eighty different stores on 
this great river. It had five steamers, and 150 white 
agents. 

Another big firm was Daumas, Beraud 4 Co, founded 
forty-eight years ago. It had twelve trading stations, 
with headquarters at Boma. In addition was Hotton & 
Cookson of Liverpool, and the Central Africa Trading 
Company, which was afterward reorganized as the Brit- 
ish Congo Company, with its offices at Manchester.

When a young girl wishes to marry, 
she adorns herself with all the white beads she can com- 
mand, and she does not wait long for a husband, as the 
female sex is largely in the minority. Unlike the Pimas, 
Yaquis and other Sierra Madre tribes, they rarely affiliate 
with others, and many Tarhuamaris speak no Spanish or 
any Indian tongue other than their own.

In many long talks with an ancient chief of one of the 
large pueblos, I learned many of their legends, songs and 
recitations. I soon became convinced that the Tarhua- 
maris have poor memories, as he repeatedly summoned 
his people to sing and recite to me, himself translating 
to me the meaning, and although the same song might be 
sung by balf a dozen persons, there was always a varia- 
tion, and a great scratching of heads to recall a word.

Castle, no less than the old King’s special pride and joy 

among his great-grandchildren, the young, handsome 

Prince Edward, of York, who will one day bear the title 

his English grandfather now holds. 

No lees happy and care-free will be the other royal 
guests, King George of Greece, the Dowdger Czarina 
Dagmar of Russia, the Duchess of Cumberiand and 
Prince Waldemar, beside the old King’s innumerable 
grandchildren, and great-grandchildren, and the oldest 
of them al! will be as light-hearted as the youngest, the 
baby Prince Alexander, Queen Alexandra's little grand- 
son, who, though born in Norfolk, is nevertheless a Dan- 
ish prince. 

When royalty grows tired of the glitter and ceremony 
of court life, there is no place to which it turns so long- 
ingly as to Denmark for there all cares are forgotten. 
and with the removal of their wearisome crowns they 
are like “boys out of school.” 

King Christian is the direct ancestor or clovely related 
‘o nearly all the crowned heads of Europe, and al! these 
relatives, men and women. know that when they want to 
escape from their golden chains they can fly to the old 
King’s wing, and are always sure of receiving a warm 
and paternal welcome. 

If King Christian had not proved himself so thor- 
oughly lovable a father, grandfather and uncle—and al) 
the other ties of rela'ionship—as wel! as so gracion: ¢ 
King, he would probably not have so magnificent a gat)- 
ering of titles at his board on the fortieth anniversary 
of his ascension to the throne and his eighty~fifth year 
might not be gladdened by the sight of his numero 
family, large and srall, who come from the north, out“ 
est and west of the Continent to pay their loving re 
spects. 

Alexandra, his favorite daughter, is never so happy

Every one of the King of Denmark s honored guests 
on this great occasion have reyal blood in their veins, 
if they do not wear crowns of sovereigns, and yet they 
will be as happy-go-lucky and ecare-free in the short 
time spent at the beautiful summer palace in Denmark 
as the bumblest of their subjects. 

King Christian is noted as the “fines father in 
Europe.” No royal children in the world have had the 
simple and ordinary training that fel] to the lot of his 
fortunate family. The old King may not always have 
been looked upon as a throughly successful monarch, 
but as the head of his private household he was regarded 
and envied by his royal neighbors as the most perfect 
and beloved father that ever wore a crown. 

When Christian came to the throne of Denmark, in 
1863, he was forty-five, and he left a life of poverty, but 
certain peace and obscurity, to become possessed of quite 
a comfortable income and the leadership of a most ob- 
sireperous little kingdom. 

Unfortunately, his ideas were not quite in conformity 
with those of the last ruler, Frederick VII, and the 
people. He was not in accord with the belief that a con- 
stitutional monarchy was the best, and when he changed 
his rank and title of Duke Frederick Christian of Schies- 
wig-Holstein-Sanderburg-Glucksburge for the sovereign 
crown of Denmark, he did not exchange his convictions 
on the sulrject of the government of the country. 

It was through his wife. who was Prince Louise of 
Hesse-Cassel, and daughter of a Danish Princess, that 
the King became entitled to the legitimate possession 
of the throne, and as his wife wisely effaced herself from 
all management in affairs of government, the turbulent 
Danes became fired with resentr@nt at the idea of being 
ruled by an outsider, as they considered Christian. 

The poor monarch’s own views counted for little in 
the first half of his reign. for after he had somewhat 
quelled his people's objections by yielding to their de- 
mands in certain matters, outside powers, in the shape 
of Prussia and Austria, took matters into their own 
hands, and for a*while did very much as they pleased 
with the land, the people and the King of Denmark. 

When the King finally managed to sit up and take a 
breath, he found, to his joy, that the invaders had dis- 
appeared, and later, to his dismay, that they had taken 
a third of his kingdom with them. Northern Schleswig. 
nearly all af it, old Danish crown land, was gone, and 
it has never been returned, though Prussia afterward 
bound herself by treaty to return it, if the population de-

Queen Alexandra can remember, and is never ashamed 
to tell of the times when she was only the daughter of 
a poor duke, and with her mother and her sisters, who, 
like herself, are Empresses and Queens apparent, made 
and did up her own dresses and personally performed all 
the many little duties which now rarely come under her 
own supervision. 

Their life was divided be'ween Copenhagen, Jugen- 
heim and Frankfuri-on-Main, and there was never 80 
careless and joyous an existence in spite of their limited 
means, as the children of the present King of Denmark 
spent then. Then their parents drove out in one car- 
riaze in which, in some marvelous way, they manage 
to squeeze the six children, and weal b was so far from 
theils dreams thet when an old gipsy foretold for them 
glos tous destinies, promising to one a double crown of 
queen and empress, to another rule over a large empire.

A SEA WATER EXPERIMENT. 

Some years ago the municipa! authorities at Hastings 
tried the experiment of employing sea water for watering 
the streets and flushing the sewers, and their example 
was soon followed by the local authorities of a number 
of other towns on the coast. The wastefulness, not to 
say folly, of using for such purposes water that hed at 
considerable labor and expense been filtered to the high 
est attainable degree of purity seemed obviou, though, 
of course, it involved the installation of a separate sys- 
tem of pumping station, mains and hydrants, the fact 
that the supply was inexhaustible and itself cost abso- 
lutely nothing was so evident that it was strange that 
this source had been neglected so long. 

The sanitary and economic results seemed more than 
to justify the innovation, for, to say nothing of its 
slightly antiseptic action, the hygroscopic property of the 
salt caused the effects of each watering to last for a 
much longer time, and the surface of the roadway was 
believed by some to be more compact and cohesive than 
when fresh water was employed. Besides these retrench - 
ments, the new system presented a direct source of reve - 
nue in the demand by many private householders for « 
salt-water service to their bathrooms, so that they might 
enjoy the luxury of sea bathing at home. 

But a few years’ experience has unfortunately brought 
about no small disillusionment; the owners of carriages 
complain of the destructive action of the salt mud on the 
varnish and paint, and the tradesmen complain of the 
injury inflicted on goods of all kinds by the malt dust 
and its subsequent deliquescence. Lastly, the users them- 
selves, the local authorities, and their private customers, 
have discovered that the salt water exerts such a cor- 
rosive and generally destructive action on metal pipes 
and fittaings that the number af persons contracting for a 
domestic supply has fallen from two hundred to two, and 
the leakage from the joints of the street mains bas caused 
the deaths of the trees planted in the best streets and 
promenades, so that the engineer to the corporation that 
had been the pioneer in the movement finds himseif 
compelled, in an exhaustive report of its experience, to 
admit that the system has proved a complete failure.~

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GRAPE GROWING FOR WINE, RAIs- 
INS AND TABLE USE.

N October, “that month of ripe grapes and red 
1 comes the harvest for the vintage, and a 

goodly harvest it is in the Golden State. The grape 
industry for wine and table raisins is a most interest- 
ing one, and one worthy of consideration at this time 
of the year. 

Long years ago a little band of Jesuit padres at San 
Gabriel planted the first cuttings of grapevines in Call- 
fornia, and from these few chance cuttings brought from 
sunny Spain has grown the wine industry of the State. 
At first this industry was confined to the sonthern part 
of the State, but gradually it crept north, till it is now 
in the northern counties that the industry is found at 
its best. Thousands of gallons of wine are made each 
season in the Napa Valley and Sonoma county, while 
wine-making in the southern part of the State hes 
waned. Some twenty years ago the Rose winery east 
of Pasadena and San Gabriel did an enormous business, 
and was one of the chief points of interest for the 
many eastern tourists who deily visited it that they 
might see how wine was made and “taste and see if it 
were good. They tell an amusing story of a party of 
sc hoolma ams who had come to the Coast for a bit of a 
vacation, and, although it was February, asked with in- 
nocent earnestness to see the wine-making process, and 
were greatly grieved and hurt-to find that Californians 
did not make wine in midwinter! 

Grapes in California are seldom grown upon the trel- 
lis unless in some private grapery, and a western 
vineyard presents a novel sight to one who has seen 
the luscious purple and transparent clusters hanging 
temptingly from an arbor. In California the grapevines 
are trimmed back in a bush style, and the runners 
kept pruned that each plant or shrub may grow dis- 
tinct and apart. The usual way of laying out a vine: 
yard is to have one wide, central avenue or roadway ex- 
tending through the entire vineyard. Short, thin stakes 
of redwood are then set out equidistant from one an- 
other, and are called “markers.” By these the cuttings 
are planted, winter being the best time for planting. 
The Chasselas Fontainebleau or Sweetwater, is the 
earliest bearer, while there are some varieties that 
bear as late as Christmas. 

The Zinfandel, a black grape, was the first variety 
planted in California, and for wine making it takes an 
important place as a claret grape. Other varieties that 
are popular as good wine makers are the Malvasia and 
the Burger. The Flaming Tokay, whose large, firm- 
meated berries, with their vivid dashes of Indian red 
and blood color, like the tints on an autumn leaf, is one 
of the choicest of the California grapes, and was intro- 
duced by W. N. McPherson Hil! of Sonoma county. 
‘These grapes have brought as high as $65 a ton. 

The ripeness of the grapes is tested by a standard sac- 
charometer. The Zinfandel is better when not quite 
yipe. White grapes used much in the north for wine 
making are the Buckbee and the Riesling. Los Ange- 
les and Fresno counties are counted as sweet-wine eoun- 
ties, while Sonoma, Napa and Santa Clara counties, 
much farther porth, are known as the dry-wine counties. 
While in Sonoma county I visited the winery of one 
of the smaller companies, whose grapes were brought 
from a five-hundred-acre vineyard near Occidental, one 
of the small towns of Sonoma county. I was told that 
the grapes averaged two tons to the acre. Pruning 
time is between February and March, and new cuttings 
are made each year from the copious prunings. After 
the heavy rains the ground is cultivated. The vines are 
in full bud usually in May or June, and it is then that 
the sulphuring is done. The sulphur is put on dry with 
a fine Sprinkler or bellows, and prevents mildew. The 
process of preparation may be briefly classified as fol- 
lows Tying, pruning, suckering, thinning, pinching off 
the young growth, and sulphuring. The sulphuring has 
to be done two or three times. 

In Northern California, the grapes are well ripe by 
the first of October. The pickers average about $1 a ton. 
The grapes are packed into boxes with capacity of sixty 
pounds, and are loaded into huge wagons. ter being 
weighed they are taken to the wineries. The ordinary | 
price is usually from $20 to $23 per ton. Some ripen 
as early as the fourth or fifth of September. Early rip- 
ening usually follows a long wet spell o' weather.” 
Sometimes boxes are dispensed with, and the grapes 
are piled into huge fruit vats in the wagons like loads 
of fragrant hay. One man can pick from twenty-five to 
fifty boxes in a day. The grapes should always be 
crushed the day they are picked, that the fresh taste of 
the juice may be better preserved. 

After being carried to the winery, they are poured into 
the crusher. They fall onto a screen, the stems coming 
out through the stemmer, while the pomace and juice 
are conveyed to a large hopper. Fifty tons a day was 
the output of the winery visited at Occidental. One 
crusher is kept for red grapes and one for white ones. 
The receiving vat for the grapes is a huge oval-shaped 
tub. Then there is a must pump having two valves 
which suck up the juice and send it up through a pipe 
or great hose into the fermenting vats. The vats are 
capable of containing from 1500 to 19,000 gallons. Fer- 
mentation requires from three to seven days. The skins 
of the grapes will rise to the top, while the juice is 
drained into the great storage tanks. The pomace is 
put into a must pump having a needle hole strainer and

black grape of a dead sweet flavor, is used much in 
wine making. The berry is smal! and quite round, but 
grows very thickly upon the stems, and the clusters 
are large and of beautiful shape. 

are the Muscat or raisin grapes, which grow to an enor- 
mous size, and are of a pale translucent green with a 
rich raisin flavor; the black Hamburg, the Cornichon, 
or Lady Finger grape, whose long tapering berries are 
the shape of a perfectly manicured finger nail; the 
Flaming Tokay, the Seediess Sultana, the Sweetwater, 
and others. 

Dr. M. O. Randal! of Pasadena, who for twenty years 
was a resident ot ce, has upon his ranch a most 
interesting variety of grape which is probably grown 
by no other man in the United States. It is the Schirad- 
zouli, and belongs to the Vitis vinifera family, to which 
all European varieties belong. The grape had its ori- 
gin in the south of Russia, and was found by its pres- 
ent grower in the collection of M. Leenhardt-Pomier, 
near Montpelier, France. This Frenchman was a col- 
lector of rare varieties of grapes and this was one of his 
choicest kinds. The grape is said by some to be the 
largest variety known, both as to the size of the berry 
and the size of the cluster. The skin is quite thin, and 
therefore could not be shipped long distances, but this 
makes it most desirable for a table grape. Firm and 
sweet of flesh, with but little astringency in the seeds, 
and but few seeds, some berries missing them entirely, 
the grape is most delicious. Many clusters have weighed 
two and one-half pounds each. The grape is a long 
oval in shape, and in color is much like the muscat with 
a dash of Indian red across the sides exposed to the 
sun's warm kisses. It is very vigorous in growth, and 
is well adapted to trellis or arbor. Some of the clusters 
grow from canes two or three inches in diameter. The 
cuttings from which Dr. Randall's two hundred vines are 
growing were brought from Tennessee, where the origi- 
nal French cuttings were planted. 

Concord grapes, which grow so plentifully in the East, 
are not grown here in large quantities, but many private 
families grow them for their own use. While not se 
large or of as delicious flavor as those grown in the frosty 
East, still they are much sought. and bring good prices 
during the few weeks in which they may be obtained. It 
would seem that some enterprising Yankee with the 
ability to take advantage of a money-making situation, 
would start a Concord grapery in Southern California. 

The process of raisin-making is one of the most simple 
imaginable. and yet it is one about which comparatively 
few people seem informed. One of the things which 
nearly every tourist learns after coming to California, is 
the manner in which Nature makes her raisins, and they 
can scarcely believe, sometimes, that sugar is not used 
in the process. 

Many families always make their own raisins, the 
only thing necessary being the grapes, some sunshine. 
and a few shake“ racks. The grapes are laid upon 
the racks and placed in the sun, oftentimes upon a 
porch roof, where the fullest and hottest rays of the sun 
will strike them. They are quite frequently covered at 
night, as the fog will injure the half-formed raisin, while 
a wetting from rain is ruinous. A supply of empty 
racks is usually kept, and each day, or sometimes each 
alternate day, an empty rack is laid upon the top of the 
grapes. and the racks, with the grapes ween like a 
sandwich, are simply reversed, and the other side of 
the grapes allowed the sunshine. Even racks are not 
necessary, and many simply dry their grapes, if they 
be but few, upon box covers, turning eack cluster as it 
seems to require it. The proper time to turn the grape 
is before the dew is off in the morning. 

After being sufficiently dried they will be a dark 
brown color, and shrivellied and “wrinkly,” and the 
stems will be very dry and brittle. When grapes are 
dried as an industry, in large quantities. the matured 
' raisins are always subjected to some days in the sweat 
box that the stems may become toughened. Two weeks 
or more are required for this toughening process. Be- 
tween every twenty-five or thirty pounds of raisins are 
placed sheets of paper. This sweat box equalizes the 
moisture, taking some of the surplus moisture from the 
raisins and giving it to the dry and brittle stems. 

After being removed from the sweat box the raisins 
are placed in frames of steel or iron and the surplus 
stems and berries removed. Five pounds are placed in 


fitted with what is termed an Archimedean screw. The 
press used is continuous. The inferior wine is stored in 
separate tanks. The tanks are filled twice a week on 
account of evaporation. The wine should be at least 
three years old before it is fit for table use. It is then 
shipped to the dealers. The

being properly inspected, wrapping paper is laid over 
the frame, and a crate of steel or wood holds it in place. 
The whole is then turned bottom up, and the left end 
dropped into a box. The label is then pasted on the 
side of the box and folded about the corners, the cover 
is nailed on and the box is ready for shipping. 

Raisins are graded from two to six crown, according 
to their quality. Last year the cheapest sold at whole- 
sale at $1.50, and the best at $2.50 per twenty-pound box.

Southern California. home, modeled after the Old 

Mission architecture, with arched portico, Spanish 
tiled roofs, and walls of cement and plaster. Orna- 
mental staff decoration gives life and color to the com- 
position, making it both pleasing and artistic. 

The entrance is through a broad vestibule, finished in 
oak, with tile and marble floor, into the reception hall.

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Photographing Indians," 


AN UNDERTAKING THAT CALLS FOR 
Mucu Taet.

ET rid of a few queer potions of your own; else 
don't blame the other fellow for having his. Did 
you ever try to photograph an Indian? If so, you 
have either had him fight you, turn away, or ask for 
money. The indian has a very strong dislike for having 
his picture made. 

Why? 

I asked this very question while on a picture-making 
jaunt with him not long ago, of Maj. Lee Moorhouse of 
Pendleton, Or, who has probably the largest and best 
lot of Indian negatives in the world. 

“The main reason why the Indian doesn’t want you to 
take him,” said the major, “is because he believes that 
if you make his picture it takes just that much away 
from the length of his life. He can’t see where the 
picture comes from, nor how you can put a small black 
box on three yellow legs, press a rubber ball, and make 
a thing look like him. It is all so strange to bim that 
he looks upon the cameia as a thing uncanny. And the 
pocket kodak! Whew! That is what he hates most of 
all. If | were to meet an Indian all by myself out 
in the woods, even if he were my friend, Id never turn 
a kodak on him with one hand unless I drew a gun 
with the other. The old squaws are the worst of all, 
because many of them believe that if they let a man 
take their picture, being old, they would drop dead. 

“It often amuses me to see some tenderfoot down at 
the railway stat'on jump off a train and try to snap a 
young buck, only to have him draw a blanket over bis 
face and stand sullen as a ‘possum. I had to laugh the 
other day when a young lady—she must have been a 
first tripper—carefully set up a tripod on the platform 
and turned her lenses on a group. Every time she was 
ready to press the button the Indians would move to 
another place. They deviled the girl until the train 
started, and she never got a snap. They laughed at her; | 
and as her car passed them, she called out: ‘Ob, you 

ean things!’” 

“But you ceriainly don't have any trouble with them 
yourself, major,” said I. “You seem to have a picture of 
every Indian in the country.” 

“Oh, yes I do. I strike a hard combination once in a 
while. There was one old buck around here whose pic- 
ture I tried to get for several years, but couldn't. Fin- 
ally one day a young Indian said to me: “You know why 
Five Crows no let you take him picture? He believes 
he go to hell.“ Now I knew that an Indian would go to 
the devil for whisky. I met Five Crows and I asked 
him again to let me photograph him. This time he said: 
‘How much you give?’ 7 

Six bits,’ said I. 

No; nox (one) dollar.’ 

All right,’ said IJ. and I handed him the money. I 
knew what he would do with the dollar; but since he was 
a historical figure, having been a leading fighter in the 
Bannock war, I wanted his picture as badly as he did 
a quart of firewater. 

“I made that picture, but a few weeks after Five Crows 
fell off his horse and was killed. Of course he was 
drunk; but the Indians thought that having his picture 
made was the cause of his death, and it was a long time 
after that before I could get any of them to stand for 
me. Every time any Indian on the reservation dies, 
they start the old story over again thet I killed him.“ 

“Well, what is the best way to get them, major?” I 
asked, 

“Oh, just let them alone, and they'll come around. 
When you do make the snap, though, they bother you 
nearly to death until you show them the print.” 

Such was the way it went with us during the next 
few days. We had now reached the Indian camp. The 
major set up his camera. a 

“Here comes said he, an old feltow I want to take 
a crack at. His name's Lazy Doz.” 

“Ho, Lazy Dog,” said the major, “make him picture 
today?” 
mph! was the only reply the Indian made, and on 
he rode. 

“They'll come around after a while,” the major assured 
me. “Guess we’)! take the clouds today; they're hanging 
about right.” And we didn't make the photo of a single 
redakin that day. On the edge of the camp near a tene 
“the lonely outpost of a dying race —stood an old squaw 
with a child. As we focused on the scene, away she 
turned, taking the little chap. 

“Expect we'd better try em tomorrow; they must firs 
get used to seeing the tripods.” 

I confess that I felt impatient; but I knew that the 
major was an old timer at this sort of thing: so I cooled 
down and came out with him the following day. Not one 
picture did we make. 

That night I stayed in the tepee of the medicine man 
of the tribe.

With provoking slowness he changed his shirt, his 
breeches, his moccasins. Then he combed and painted 
his long black hair, and wrapped the queues with strips 
of beaver skins. Around his neck he fastened the collar 
of beads; on his shoulder he pinned the white plume. 
His breast he adorned with strings of small bones, and 
over these he hung the pictured head of his totem, the 
buffalo. Shiming silver bands he put around his wrists 
and arms, and, as a last touch to his savage toilet, 
placed on one side of his head the beaded star. 

Himself dressed, Tow-a-toi spread a blanket and placed 
behind it, leaning against a tepee pole, his chieftain 
wand of eagle feathers. He hung up and spread out 
his trappings all over that side of the wigwam, and as 


@ final mark of readiness, took his bedecked fox skin and 


sat down on the blanket. 

“You here,” said Tow-a-toi to me, pointing to a place 
beside him on the blanket. I had not intended getting 
in the picture, but I had to obey. The major meantime 
had got his camera réady. Click went the shutter. 

I got up and said: “Now, Tow-a-toi, Moorhouse will 
make you by yourself. Won't you, major?” 

“That's all, said the Indian, and I could not in any 
way get him to sit again, nor would he allow that we 
photograph his pretty young sister, who sat watching 
us. I am therefore compelled in Illustrating this story 
to offer a photograph of my own ugly mug in order 
that you may see the splendid features of the Cayuse 
chief. We had taken up an entire afternoon meking this 
one exposure. 

“Now you understand,“ sald the major, smiling. 

Distrust is one thing that makes the Indian loth to 
have his picture taken. When he believes in you he 
is easier to handle. Just before I quit the village, after 
having been ia it several days, I went fo bid Chief No- 
Shirt good-by, and because I took a real interest in see- 
ing that his people should be forced to keep their land, 
he ‘grew very friendly. I promised him that I would 
help him. Then I said: 

“But, No-Shirt, you know man can lie with bis tongue; 
he can Write lle when he write; but Moorbouse picture 
box no lie. Now let me write, let me put him picture 
by write; white man see I talk straight.” 

This seemed all right to the chief. He ordered that 


all the Indians should do what we asked, and he him-j- 


self begged that we make a picture of him and his squaw, 
Thunder, dressed in their best clothes, and mougted on 
their ponies. 

Many an amusing thing happened to us. Light-on-the- 
Hill, to whom I had given a necktie, when we went to 
make her photo, apread it out before her flat on the floor: 
and Grizzly Bear, who sat beside her, wearing a new pair 


of beaded moccasins, especially requested that we make 
a good picture of his feet. 


It is the older heads who are hard to photograph. Not 
The small boy the wodrid over 
is the same before he learns the foibles about him. The 
Iadian kid, ike the white, will follow a circus band 
wagon, and ist you make his picture. Nor do the old 


ones complain if yuu do snap the young, because, after 


their idea, it is not so likely to kill them. 
Making groups is about the hardest thing in photo- 
graphing the Indians. They will not get before the 


camera unless they are dressed just right; I've told you 


what'a long time this took. By the time the second one 


gets ready the first has changed his mind; and by the 


time the third one gets his traps on, the other two have 
taken theirs off. They are shy and they have their H- 
valries and jealousies. The major and I managed to get 
a group nearly ready. There was just one more young 
buck whom we wanted in it. But be would not come. 
After a while I met him out alone, and he said to me: 

“I beg your pardon, sir, but I wonlan't be caught dead 
in a picture with one of those fellows.” 

The speaker wore the blanket, but he had received a 
college education, and felt better, perhaps, than the 
fellow with whom he would “not be caught dead.” 

In the gallery the Indian is a good subject. He won't 
come in unless he wants his picture or wants money. 
But once inside he is patient.

HARD-TIME RECIPES. 


A Frew EconNoMICAL DISHES EXcEL- 
LENT IN THE WINTER SEASON.

Just at this time of the year, when the price of eggs, 
butter, meat and many other staple articles of food is 
rather high, it behooves the average housekeeper to look 
well to the ways of her household. Perhaps the following 
well-tested recipes for preparing various dishes in a 
healthful, appetizing manner, and at smal! cost, may 
preve acceptable. 

Panned Steak—Take a round steak and with a sharp 
knife cut crisscross slashes on both sides, to break the 
fiber of the meat. Have ready a hot, buttered baking 
pan, in which place the steak, season with salt and pep- 
per, and cover with a thin layer of onion; add to this a 
layer of either sliced or canned tomatoes, cover with 
cracker crumbs, add salt and pepper, bits of butter, and 
a little hot water; bake one-half hour in a hot oven; 
remove to platter, make a brown gravy in the pan, pour 
over the steak. 

Beef Loaf—Two pounds of best round steak, ground 
while you wait, then you will know it to be above re- 
proach; one cup of cracker crumbs, which have been wel! 
moistened with milk, two eggs, salt, pepper and, if 
liked, a little celery seed. Mold into a firm loaf, bake 
one hour and a half, having a little water in pan with 
which to baste the meat. When cold slice thinly. serve 
with chile sauce, or currant jelly. 

A Luncheon Dish—Butter a smal! mold, and fill it with 
alternate layers of minced salmon and rolled crackers, 
seasoning each layer with pepper, salt and lots of but- 
ter. To one beaten egg add a half-cup of milk, pour.

Juana de Asbaje was born in the little village of San 
Miguel Nepanthia, at the foot of the volcanoes Popocata- 
peti and Ixtaccihuatl. Her parents were in moderate cir- 
cumstances. As she relates in the letter, her education 
was accidentally begun at an early age. 

Before | was three years old, my mother sent an elder 
sister to one of the schools they cali “Friends.” I fol- 
lowed her one day, induced partly by affection and partly 
by childish mischief, but seeing the lessons, I was con- 
sumed with a desire to learn to read. I told the teacher 
that my mother commanded her to give me lessons. She 
did not believe me, but began teaching me in fun, and 
continued in edrnest. She kept it from my mother for 
a surprise, and |, for fear of purishment. I was as fond 
of dainties as other children of that age, but hearing that 
cheese harmed the brain, I refrained from eating it as 
my desire to know was stronger than my desire to eat.” 

At 6, the child had completed the Friends curricu- 
lum, which, probably, was not extensive. About a year 
later, inspired by the promised reward of a book, she 
composed a hymn to the Virgin. 

Juana spent fruitless hours imploring her mother to 
dress her in boy's attire and let her study in the Univer- 
sity. As a compromise, she was sent to live with her 
grandfather in Mexico City when she was nine years old. 
Here she studied Latin, mastering the subject in twenty 
lessons, and read her grandfather's books. One must 
smile at her quaint method of holding herself to ber 
self-imposed labors. 

“Believing heir to be a beautiful adornment for the 
head of woman, I would cut mine shorter by four or five 
fingers, and set myself certain tasks to accomplish before 
it reached its former length, but my hair grew so rapidly 
and I learned so slowly that often I was obliged to cut 
it again, being unwilling that the outside of my head 
should be adorned while rudeness and ignorance flour- 
ished within.” 

Sor Juana says little to the Bishop of the next period 
of her life when she was received into the family of 
the Marquis of Mancera and cherished as a daughter, but, 
fortunately, we know something of these years from 
other sources. 

To test her learning, the good-natured Viceroy once 
invited forty distinguished scholars of New Spain, poets, 
theologians, mathematicians, philosophers, and histori- 
ans, to meet and subject her to a rigid oral examination. 
Years afterward the Marquis thus described the event 
to a friend as a royal galley might defend itself from 
Indian canoes, so did Juana de Asbaje answer all the 
questions and arguments of al! those scholars.” 

Yet this Mexican Portia was no shy recluse nor un- 
lovely blue-stocking. She seems to have led a gay life 
at court, and to have bewitched the gallants with her 
beauty as thoroughly as she impressed the wise men 
w.th her learning. She possessed a lively wit, and her 
conversation had the endless charm of the unexpected. 
just as her delicate, elusive, piquant beauty must have 
been ever a fresh revelation to her train of lovers. 

Court existence was a succession of gorgeous festivals 
and mummeries. Religious and secular powers vied with 
each other in magnificent display. The uncultured 
grandees welcomed anything to wear away the days and 
afford them opportunities for exhibiting their wealth: 
for it was an age in Mexico when the rich were very rich 
and the poor very poor. Refinement was at a low ebb; 
ladies sat in their carriages at the Plaza to view the 
public hangings as they would attend any other form of 
entertainment. 

Before her seventeenth birthday, Juana renounced this 
gay world for a convent call, entering first the convent 
of San José de Mexico. Here the discipline was too se- 
vere for her health; so she was transferred to the con- 
vent of San Geronimo, where she lived until her death 
in 1695. 

During the quarter century of convent existence pre-

She gave her musical 
and mathematical instruments, her library of four thou- 
sand volumes, and all her treasures to be sold for the 
poor. She retained in her cell only three small books of 
devotion, scourges, and other instruments of penance. 
She made a general confession of her past life, lasting 
some days, and wrote new vows in her own blood de-

Soldiering in the Seventies. 


SOLDIER of the older time’ presents a dismal ple 
Aw of life in the army as it was a quarter of a 
century and more ago. He says: 
, “My chum and I enlisted in an eastern city, promis- 
ing each other we would stick together during all of 
our five-year service. Three months later he was sent 
South, and I to the frontier, and our chumship was 
broken up forever. After enlisting we were rigged out 
in the coarsest of coarse uniforms, big enough to fit oxen, 
and our citizen suits were bought by the Dutch sergeant 
at his own figure. We were marched under guard to a 
t0-called supper at a tough, so-called hotel in the slum 
district. If that supper cost the War Department over 
10 cents a head some one got a rake-off. 

“By way of the steerage we were landed on Governor's 
Island, N. V., and there for three months we had a very 
hungry time, while in sight of plenty. It is said that the 
reason the government sends its soldiers steerage is that 
there is no cheaper way. Old Castle William was a 
hungry place, and recruits detailed to peel potatoes for 
the soldiers’ soup hid a few in their pockets and roasted 
them by stealth in the cazemates at night—not as a lark, 
but to appease real hunger. Scant rations, fat pork and 
mouldy mution. The onion, the tater or the turnip that 
was washed up on the beach did not stay there long. It 
was soon eaten up. All sorts of drudge work we did, and 
all our surroundings showed us that a soldier's life was 
a dog's life. Still, not exactly, for I knew that our 
family dog at home was getting much better treatment. 

“It was six months before I received a cent of pay, and 
in the meantime I had to sell my shirts and biankets 
for a song to raise a little pocket money. In the @ 
tier company to which I was assigned we generally had 
enough to eat, but the boldier who wanted such luxuries 
as butter and milk, and laundry, and uniforms changed 
to fit, had to pay for them out of his $13 a month. 

“One bright spot in my army recollections is the kind- 
ness and humanity of our brave commander, Gen. 0. O. 
Howard. He came right among his men, and on the 
long, weary 1700-mile march pursuing hostile Nez 
Percés in 77, he humanely allowed us to rest ten min- 
utes every hour. And our blistered feet needed it. 

“I hope army conditions have changed since I was a 
soldier. They were then tough enough. And I hope that 
some of the Dutch sergeants who bossed me around can 
now speak English. And I hope that some of the ig- 
norant, pig-headed, bullyragging British corporals who 
lorded it over us privates have been drowned in Amer- 
ican waters.”—[Tacoma Sentinel. 


Carried His Tunnels With Him. 


L G EN. SHERMAN was in the habit of accomplishing 
such great things with such little loss of time that 
he won a remarkable reputation among the Confederates 
for overcoming difficulties,” remarked Gen. W. F. Clark 
of the Army of the Tennessee to a reporter for the Star.

WHEN THE STARS FALL. 
The fal) of a great meteorite a few days ago at Coco- 


japan, where it demolished a bronze statue before bury- 


ing itself deep in the ground, causing panic among the 
people, calis fresh attention to the curious fact that Mex- 


ico is the greatest country in the world for such “fallen 


stars.” Ten known meteorites which have dropped 
within the area of the republic have bad a total weight 
of ninety-five and half tons, or an average of over nine 
tons apiece. The ten biggest ones found to date in the 
United States together weigh less than one-twentleth as 
much. And, oddly enough, all of the large Mexican 
meteoric “irons” have fallen inside of a belt 1000 miles 
long by 280 miles broad, which follows the axis of the 
great Central American plateau. 

The largest celestial body that ever visited the earth, so 
far as is known, was recently discovered by Prof. Henry 
A. Ward in the State of Sinaloa, Mex. It is a mass of 
solid iron and nickel, thirteen feet in length, and weigh- 
ing about fifty-tons. The existence of this greatest of 
meteorites, which is approached in size only by one other 
recorded specimen, was reported as far back as 1836; but 
no scientific man had ever seen it, and the story was 
supposed to be a fable. It was located, according to the 
tale, in the far northwestern part of the republic, near 
the village of Bacubirito. 

Prof. Ward, who is an enthusiastic 
started to investigate the story. He was obliged to cross 
Mexico by train to the west coast, and to go by steam- 
boat 600 miles to Altata, on the Gulf of California, whence 


it was four days’ journey to Bacubirito. For once popa- 
lar rumor proved correct, and he came upon the long- 


sought monster, a short distance south of town. It lay 
in a cornfield, half buried—a huge boulder of black iron, 

Aided by twenty-eight native laborers, Prof. Ward dug 
out the mass, which was lifted on end with levers to be 
photographed. With much difficulty, owing to the hard- 
ness of the substance, he succeeded in detaching a small 
piece of eleven pounds weight, which he brought home 
with him and deposited in the Museum of Natural Hie- 


tory in New York City. The length of the meteorite is 
thirteen feet, with a width of thirty-six feet, and a thick- 


ness of somewhat over five feet. 


Before long the Mexican government will move the 


newly-discovered monster to the City of Mexico, where 
it will be weighed to an ounce. A dozen years ago $10,000 
was spent in fetching five of the biggest meteorites to 
the capital, where they are mounted on iron pillars at the 
entrance to the School of Mines. Prof. Ward obtained 
a chemical analysis of a bit of the fragment which he 
brought home, and ascertained that the greatest of all 
meteorites was composed of 89 per cent. iron, 7 per 
cent. nickel, a fifth of 1 per cent. cobalt, and a little phos- 
phorus, with a trace of sulphur and silicon.—[(Satarday

Joseph Marie Jacquard. It fell to his lot to carry on 
the weaving business of his father, but the work was dis- 
tasteful to him. One day he read in an English news- 
paper the offer of a prize to be given to any one 
who should invent a machine for weaving nets. He was 
an ingenious fellow, so he set his wits to work to invent 
something that should help him to do the task that he 
disliked, and perhaps, also bring him the prize. He suc- 
ceeded far beyond his expectations, for the machine 
which he invented and which bears his name, revolution- 
ized the art of weaving. But his fellow workmen were 
ignorant, and believing that bis invention would take the 


work out of their hands, they broke up his loom and 
burned it on the pu le square, while he narrowly escap d 
with his life. Others were made, and his invention was 
patente d, but for some time he was opposed and annoyed. 
Action was entered against him for injury done to ma- 
terial in working, and in his own words, he was “de- 
livered over to universal ignominy.” But the value of 
the invention was too great, it could not be long fought 
against, and he lived to see his loom in general use, and 
On the very spot where it was burned w s'ands a 
statue to the inventor.

to tell of all the strange Indian legends of basketry that 
are veritable fairy stories, the slow but certain develop- 
ment of pottery in connection with the art, the beautiful 
weaves and colors, the many forms and patterns.

But 
in true weaving the yarn is first spun from wool, cotton, 
and other materials, and then interlaced to form à con- 
tinuous web. The threads running lengthwise, through 
which the others are run, form what is called the warp; 
the interlacing threads are the woof. 

We not only learn the art of weaving from the ancleat 
stone pages with pictures for letters, but the oldest cloth 
in the world is found wrapped around the bodies of 
the dead in Egyptian tombs. Wonderfully preserved is 
this mummy cloth, and finer than anything made on our 
looms today. If you will take a magnifying glass and 
count the threads in a piece of standard gingham, you 
will find that they run about sixty or seventy to the 
inch. A very fine piece of linen was once woven if Eng- 
land for show, and is stil! preserved in the British 


Museum. It bad 350 hreads to the inch. You will have 
@ great deal of respect for the workmanship of these 
people when I tell you that some of this mummy cloth 
contains 540 threads to the inch. 7 

The loom, the machine by which weaving is done, is 
one of the very earliest inventions. Its use is solely to 
hold the threads in proper position. India is probably 
the native country of the loom, and the people there still 
continue to use it in its most primitive form. Two trees 
growing near together, usually palms, because they are 
straight, form the standing frame, and a few pegs and 
bits of bamboo with some pieces of string furnish all

THE HISTORY OF AMERICA IS FASCINATING.

NOTE from one of our best local authorities upon 
lawn plants discourages the planting of such trees as 
the Monterey Pine, the Indian Cedar, and trees of simi- 
lar habits of growth on the grounds that these plants 
should not be pruned, but allowed to grow in pyramidal 
form from the ground. This would preclude these kinds 
from use as sidewalk trees. On the other hand, a Mon- 
terey pine with a distinct trunk, trimmed fifteen or 
twenty feet from the base is one of the grandest ob- 
jects when it reaches the dignity of a real tree.

mer home. One would suppose that Mr. Lukens would 
be left alone by the pests in his efforts to again house 
them in wild forestry. But he finds the kangaroo rat 
destructive to bis young plants. Mountain moles burrow 
and gnaw the roots, and linnets destroy the maturing 


cumventing the pests in due time, as he hopes to destroy 
the virulence of the fire fiend by planting pines resistant 
to the flames. The irrigating farmers can find no subject 
of more novel or business interest than the work of this 
one man. He has not only the practical ability of im- 
proving the water-bearing lands, but has the faculty of 
getting substantial assistance in his work from the gov- 


ernment. 


Scutellista Cyanea. 


N absorbing topic has been for a year and still is the 

work of the African fly in the destruction of the black 
scale. It has been advanced with some force that too 
much publicity has been given to this scale parasite. On 
the other hand, a vein of caution against expecting too 
much of the fy has permeated almost all that has been 
written of it, and if some orchardists have neglected their 
trees and shall have smutty fruit to handle the coming 
season through depending upon the scutellista they 
have taken that course through no advice given by the 
local horticultural officials. I have always spoken con- 
servatively fa this department, trying to set forth the 
facts as they appear without predicting an early clean- 
up of the black ecale from the work of this insect. Noth- 
ing of a discouraging nature has yet appeared regarding 
the efficacy of the scutellista, but the expense and partial 
failure of spraying and fumigating as repressive measures 
has led the public to expect too much of the scuteilista. 
It is getting In its work everywhere, and yet may re- 
quire two or three years to subjugate the scale and ren- 
der the disinfection of citrus trees commercially neces- 
sary. 
The most potent objection to the work of this insect 
is that it does not make a complete clean-up of the scale, 
even where the fly is present in myriads. Yet we have 
one case where it has attacked the second generation, 
or leavings of scale where the first attack was not con- 
clusive. From samples taken from the leavings of live 
scale from the first onslaught at Pasadena we find gen- 
eral parasitization and this is the most effective answer 
that can be given to that potent objection. As to the 
supply for colonization, there is at present a dearth of 
flies for distribution. About two dozen files are 
maturing daily in the breeding jars of the Horticultural 
Commission of Los Angeles county. This will not supply 
five per cent. of the daily demand, and growers will have 
to wait till the insects appear in large quantities again 
before they can expect another genera] distribution. J. 
W. Mills, of the Pomona Experiment Station, says this 
will occur in about two months, but we must admit that 
the history of the fy is not well understood and the 
test of experience will have to determine just what is to 
be expected in the way of continued colonization. Mean- 
time it is useless to send in further orders for colonies, 
for all is being done that can be suggested to increase the 
generations and give the parasite genera! distribution.

packing and marketing. 

The apple was one of the first fruits to be planted in 
this county by the earlier American settlers, budded va- 
rieties being set out in orchard form as early as 1858. 
These plantings were successful and profitable, but were 
overshadowed and the value of the industry lost sight of 
by the magnitude of the Interest taken in the planting 
of oranges. Another factor that may have tended to 
mitigate against the further planting of apples, was the 
behavior of some of the varieties planted in the older 
orchards. Governed by their knowledge of the qualities

A NEW BRE ID OF HOG 

It seems that in Kansas, where the unexpected often 
happens, a breed of mule-footed hogs is becoming preva- 
lent enough to be noticed. A correspondent of the 
Kaneas City Star, who lives in Labette, Kansas, pro-

Cloven-footed animals that chewed 
the cud were recommended to the Hebrews as fit for 
food, but the swine, says the Scripture, “though he dl- 
vide the hoof, yet he cheweth not the cud; he is unclean 
to you. Evidently a mille-footed hog that does not 
even divide the hoof would be even more unclean than 
the common kind. But if some one will train up a breed 
of hogs that will chew the cud, that may be worth while, 
as making bacon, pork, hams, and sausage available food 
for persons who now avoid them for conscience sake.—

According to E M. Sweet, in The World Today, the 
richest people in the world are the Osage Indians of 
Oklahoma. Every member of the tribe has a balance of 
$4644 deposited in the safest place on earth in the vaults 
of Uncle Sam's big bank at Washington, drawing 5 per 
cent. interest. In addition to this they have each 857 
acres of land, about one-fifth of which is in a good state 
of cultivation, and is worth from $10 to $30 anjacre. Of 
the total remainder, 886,000 acres is leased for pasturage, 
mostly to Texas cattlemen, at an average rental that 
gives the land a value of $5 an acre to the Indian. But 
averaging up the whole at the low valuation of $8 an 
acre, and this does not take into consideration the oil, 
natural gas and coal to be found throughout that region 
nor the leap in values that must follow the several lines 
of railway now being constructed through the reserva- 
tion, the land holdings of each Osage are easily worth 
$6856. That is to say, a very conservative statement of 
the wealth of these people must place it at not less than 
$11,500 for every man, woman and child of the tribe.

He declares that 
the New York wholesaler mixes two gallons of Italian 
olive of] with eight gallons of American cottonseed oil, 

bought at 40 cents a gallon. 

It is doubtless true that this is done, but the president 
- gf the Italian Chamber of Commerce will experience 
much difficulty in convincing Americans that much ot 
the olive oi] imported from Italy and France is not 
adulterated. Reports of American consuls at Mediterran- 
ean ports go to prove the contrary. Also, in that case, 
what becomes of the numerous shiploads of cottonseed 
that are sent from the United States to the Mediter- 
janean’ Now that excellent olive oil is made in Califor- 
pia, there should be no excuse for our people to use 
the imported oi], although it is true in many cases that 
‘ger olive-oll manufacturers ‘have still much to learn in 
the way of making a thoroughly first-class palatable 
article. On the other hand, much good oll is spoiled by 
being exposed to heat and light, in stores or dwellings. 
ht is a common thing to see bottles of olive oil exposed 
to the sun and light in the show window of a grocery 
store, an exceedingly foolish practice, when it is remem- 
bered that olive oi! is more sensitive than butter. The 
grocer would never dream of exposing rolls of butter in 
a sunny show window. Olive oll should always be kept 
in a cool, dark place. |

Bee Stings for Rheumatism, 
M. J. writes as follows from San Diego: 

„ “I have been much interested in your magazine 
department, especially the articles under the head of 
‘Care of the Body.’ It is an education that the aver- 
age American very much needs; referring to your article 
on October 4 on bee stings for rheumatism, | will say if it 
will be of any benefit to your readers, I have an experi- 
ence. I had rheumatism worrying me for fifteen years; 
tried everything for it that was suggested, and only 
move it from one place to another and back. During 
this time was in Illinois, Missouri and Colorado, and then 
brought it with me to San Diego in 1885. It finally 
settled in a spot about an inch in diameter on my right 
hip. The spot became partially calloused, and so tender 
that I could hardly touch it without pain, and it could 
not be persuaded to move. About twelve years ago I 
went for a couple of days to visit a frignd, who amused 
himself with 350 stands of bees. In looking over his 
apiary I remembered a piece I had read in an eastern 
paper some twenty years before on bee stings. I asked 
my friend if he could sting me with some of his half- 
dead bees. He suggested insanity, etc., but caught one, 
and another, and another, til] he backed the business end 
of four up against that spot, where they left their 
Stingers all right. Did not suffer any from it; forgot it 
in a few days. Some six months after a friend told me 
he had the rheumatism. ‘Oh,’ I said, I have it right here 
on this spot.’ Well, but I could not find it, and haven't 
found it yet.” °

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Times I notice an inquiry, „How to use eucalyptus oll for 
ecatarrh? I have never tried that oi] for catarrh, but 
think If any benefit would be derived from it I can sug- 
kest a better method of making use of it, which is to get 
a small bowl, or any suitable cup og dish, place a small 
funne! over the top (the dish should be slighty larger 
at top than funnel;) put boiling water in the dish, in 
which you have first put your oil, cover with inverted 
funnel and inhale vapor through the funnel tip, taking 
care not to draw the hot air up too strongly at first. I 
do not know as to eucalyptus oil, but would think best to 
try a much smaller quantity of oll until tested. At any 
rate of the oil we use only three or four drops suflice. 
Boiling water will cut the oil (or some kinds of oil) 
equal to alcohol, but it should be boiling, not simply 
hot. In this way steaming the face is avoided, and 
liability of taking cold lessened.” 


Constipation. | 


F. writes as follows from Battle Creek, Mich.: 

J. “I reside in Los Angeles, but business frequently 
calls me away from home, and such is my estimate of 
the value of your articles in the Sunday illustrated 
edition of The Times, under the head of ‘Care of the 
Body,’ that I Lave the paper forwarded to me where- 
ever I may go. I have been here three months, under 
treatment for paralysis, dyspepsia and constipation. 
Having read in your valuable paper several times re- 
cently articles recommending ‘soaked wheat in the morn- 
ing.“ I Have tried it for constipation, but found it pro- 
duced a sort of water brash of the stomach. Am trying 
the two meals a day plan, eating at 12:30 and 6:30 
o'clock. I chewed the wheat (three teaspoonfuls) about 
fifteen minutes, and ate nothing else until noon. My 
paralysis and general healtu have been much improved 
by the treatment here, but it has had no effect on the 
constipation. For the benefit of your thousands of read- 
ers who are seeking earnestly for relief from this almost 
universal trouble, kindly tell us in your next issue how 
long the wheat treatment should be continued in order 
to get relief, and whether there is anything which can be 
combined with the wheat to prevent the water bragh?” 


The wheat treatment for constipation was merely pub.

Another Sanatorium for Consumptives. 


ENRY B. Ely of Rediands writes as follows in regard 

to a sanatorium for persons of moderate means. 
There is room for many institutions of this kind in 
Southern California: 

“I notice with great interest in your hygienic column 
a reference to Dr. Barlow's Sanatorium in Los Angeles. 
For two years citizens of Redlands have maintained an 
open-air sanatorium near this city, with accommodations 
for about fifteen persons, who pay $5 a week for board. 
I inclose a photograph showing the situation. It is an 
ideal site, and the tent system secures an absolutely out- 
of-door existence for the patients. While everything is 
of the most primitive character, the strictest sanitary 
regulations prevail. The work is under the direction of 
a trained nurse, and the local physicians supply their 
services in cases of need without charge. So simple are 
the surroundings, and so inexpensive the furnishings, 
that in case the funds run low, we are able to close 
down temporarily until such time as the treasury has 
enough on hand to resume operations. lheidentally we 
expect to raise chickens and eggs enough for the pur- 
poses of the ‘settlement.’ The patients do their own 
work, in caring for their tents, except when they are 
physically unable to do so 

“The grounds comprise forty acres, so that when the 
people appreciate the necessity for the isolation and 
sclentifie treatment of tuberculosis, there will be enough 
room to establish a modern sanatorium. For the present 
all we propose to do is to receive patients from the 
City of Redlands. Thus the settlement becomes an inst!- 
tution maintained by the citizens here for the treatment 
solely of patients within its own limits. It is a work 
that every city in Southern California should maintain, 
not only for the purpose of humanity, but for the pur- 
poses of self-protection and self-interest.

Coffee. 

N his book on “Mental Medicine,” Dr. Hudson declare; 

the most prolific source of suggestions advers> to bealth 
are found in the newspaper literature relating to diet. 
Here is an example of this. It is an article by Mrs. M. L. 
Bean, in the American Queen: 

“There are undoubtedly many people who, for one rea- 
son or another, must abstain from this beverage, but to 
the great majority of healthy adults its temperate use is 
not only not to de prohibited, but rather encouraged. 
It bas distinctive nutritive, healing and soothing quali- 
ties as well as the universally recognized one of stimuiat- 
ing. 

“Coffee-drinking should not be allowed in children or 
young people until schoo! days are well over, and then 
each one may determine by careful observation of its 
effects whether or not she may safely drink it. If there 
is a decided and persistent tendency to biliousness, per- 
haps accompanied with sick headaches and muddy com- 
plexion, coffee must not be indulged in; if the person is 
delicate in nervous constitution, excitable and ‘trembly, 
she also must abstain. 

“To the healthy person coffee is a most agreeable physi- 
cal and mental stimulant, followed by no injurious reac- 
tion. It rivals all other beverages in producing content- 
ment of mind and amiability, it allays hunger and bodily 
fatigue, it imcreases the incentive and capacity for work, 
both physical and mental; it enables its users fo remain 
a longer time without food or sleep, to endure fatigue and 
to preserve a cheerfulness of mind not imparted by any 
other beverage; ‘it also produces more real physica! and 
muscular energy without attendant injury; it gives a 
warming, cordial impression to the stomach, quickly fol- 
lowed by 4 diffusable nervous excitation extending to the 
brain, evidenced by increased vigor of imagination and 
intellect, without the subsequent stupor, confusion or 
atrophy, that results from the use of alcoholic or narcot- 
ic potations. 

“Coffee is, in fact, far better than narcotic drugs in 
some cases of wasting sickness when judiciously admin-

“In the hysterical paroxysms peculiar to some women, 
often exhibited by crying, screaming or almost insane 
temporary symptoms, a small cup of well-made black 
coffee will work a quick and radical transformation. The 
same wonderful beneficence of coffee is well known in 
cases of opium poisoning, stupor or lethargy, spasmodic 
asthma, whooping cough, croup and malaria. 

“As a disinfectant and deodorizer, coffee has but few 
equals. By burning a teaspoonful on a shovel, or tin, in 
a sick room, all noxious odors and exhalations are effeci- 
ually neutralized. After a hearty meal a good cup of 
coffee relieves any feeling of oppression and enables the 
stomach easily to take care of its load. A cup of black 
coffee will often dissipate a nervous headache.”

Is there anything connected with it, sugges- 
tion excepted, that could have the remotest tendency to 
cause it to ‘disagree’ with the most delicate digestive 
apparatus? Clearly not.” | 

Here is another case where doctors radically differ. 
As between the two the editor of this department is in- 
clined to agree with Dr. Latson. Not that a small slice 


is likely to do a person whose digestion is fairly good 
any particular amount of harm, especially if butter or 
olive oil is used in the shoriening, but pie is not a whole- 
some article of food to be used so frequently as it is in 
most American households. Some people even eat it 
for breakfast. Dr. Hudson is certainly wrong when he 
attempts to prove that pie must be wholesome, because 
the various ingredients are not unwholesome. As Dr. 
Latson .shows, fruit and oil and flour are all more or 
less necessary to the system, but when combined, they 
are unwholesome. The dough formed by mixing flour 
and grease is a very hard substance for the gastric juice 
to work upon, and lies for a long time undigested in the 
stomach of a person whose digestive organs are not very 
vigorous. Espécially is this true of the soggy under 
crust found in many fruit pies. 

The American pie is unknown in England, where there 
is a much more wholesome substitute. A china dish. 
made for the purpose, about two inches in depth, is Alled 
with fruit. Then a thin paste which makes a light 
fidky crust is placed over the top with a slit in the 
middie, and an inverted cup underneath, to hold up the 
crust. Consequently there is no heavy under crust, and 
the dish consists principally of fruit, with a little crisp 
pastry. It would be a good idea if this variety should 
be widely substituted for the less wholesome American 
pie. 

By the way, Dr. Hudson died a few months ago. Per- 
haps he had been eating too much pie.

Good Bread. 
HE editor of “A Stuffed Club” writes as follows on 
this subject: 


“In the first place, it should be understood by every- 


one what is meant by good bread. Good bread should 
represent the whole grain, and it should be made in 
such a way that it will disintegrate (break down) in the | 
mouth, never to come together. Bread that balls in the | 
mouth should never go into the stomach. Again, bread | 
with unwaolesome ingredients should not be eaten. 
Yeast or any ferment should not be used in bread, for 
it tends to feed catarrh. Catarrhal inflammations will 
not get well so long as food is eaten that favors their 
existence. 

“A good baking powder, made of chemically pure bi- 
carbonate of soda and cream of tartar is the most simple 
and least harmfu! of all bread raisers. The most whole- 
some baked bread is that made of the whole wheat, 
whipped with milk or water, ani baked under cover. 
Stomacis that have been outraged until all food dis- 
agrees with them will usually receive this cread kindly 


if thoroughly chewed.

WRITER in the Saturday Evening Post, discours- 
ing on fortunes that have been made in advertising, 
has the following to say in regard to an instance of the 
kind, which shows the gullibility of the public in re- 
gard to medica) nostrums.

and pay to advertise regardless of its value. Anything 
lee to de successfully exploited through printers’ inx | 
must have substantia! merit, so that a man who base | 
once will continue as a purchaser, but a medial prepa- 
ration may »e advertise’ with profit, regardless of its 
capacity to do the things promised. This is due in the 
first place to the enormous margin of profit in patent | 
medicines, the bottles that carry them coating — 
more than the mixture itself, and in the second place to 
the endless army of patent medicine ‘fiends’ that exist | 
in the world. These people will go right on buying ev- 
ery new cure-all that comes along. The story of a prep- 
aration known in its day as Vinegar Bitters illustra‘es 
this peculiarity. This preparation was originally put on 
the market under another name by a California doctor. 
He was a temperance man of the firmest conviction. 
He made up his miind that the great success achieved by 
a number of brands of bitters then on the market could 
be duplicated by a Temperance Bitters, something that, 
unlike the others, should not be based on alcohol. So he 
put up a big stock, sent it out to the jobbers and began 
to advertise. It took about three months to work up | 
the demand, and then to the temperance man's horror 
it was found that all the stock he had put out had fer- 
mented, and soured, so that it was all thrown back on 
his hands. There are still alive today persons who 
tasted this stuff, and they are unanimous in siying that 
nothing more awful was ever put into the human mouth.

aa. Dr. Wilcox, who has recently returned from 
m London, said in part when I saw him a few 
ago: “Dr. Stiens told me that he was greaily 
over the results of some experiments recently 
In answer to the question ‘Did he 
to make the bind see?” the answered 
affirmative, but qualified his remarks with 
statement that he did not attempt to 


restore sight in the same sense that it ils usually under- : 
siood. ‘I simply hope to give artificial sight, ani it 
makes no difference whether the person was born with 
or without eyes, whether sight had been wholly ot par- 


tially destroyed since birth, or what has been the cause 
of biindness. My experiments are not complete; I have 


yet much to do, but the results are all that I Awve an- 
ticipwtcd sc far. Greater things willl come, ht I 
hav: alrealy given." 

“I gathered from what Dr. Stlens said that he expected 
to substitute the lens of the eye by the aid of electricity. 
He claims that his apparatus, when brought in contact 
with the body of the individual, focuses the rays of 
light from the object to the brain and sight is given, 
but that the peculiar effect of the object's not being in- 
verted as in natural sight, gives a persun, who has never 
possessed sight, the impression of seeing things upside 
down as you know, of course, that the natural eye in- 
verts all objects.” 

Dr. Stiens further gave my friend an absolute test of 
his apparatus which seemed to prove the truth of bis 
statements. He was taken into a small room and biind- 
folded effectually, and could see absolutely nothing. 
Matches and candles were lighted before him but. could 
not be seen. He was connected with the apparatus and 
says: “I keit a slight sensation of the electrical cur- 
rent passing through my body. when quickly darkness 
passed away and a dull gray light took its place, which 
was succeeded by light, clear and bright. I saw fingers 
held up before me, and a disc that looked like a coin, 
and when I was disconnected from the instrument I 
found I was standing just where I had been when my 
eyes were bandaged. Dr. Stiens was standing by my 
side and there was no one else present. The doctor 
seemed as much delighted as I was surprised at the re- 
sult. Although my sight ts perfect, my eyes had been 
completely blindfolded and all was absolutely blank 
until connected with the instrument. I was not per- 
mitted to examine the apparatus, as patents for the 
same had not yet beep applied for, neither would Dr. 
Stiens explain his invention in detail, but as nearly as 
I can remember I have described what I gathered to b> 
the principles upon which he is working, which, briefly 
stated, is that the eye. as we understand it, can have its 
functions effectively performed by his electrical appa- 
ratus.” 

Dr. Stiens is also working on an electrical apparatus 
by means of which he expects to make the deaf hear. 
He explains his plan in this way: He said that if the | 
drum oc tympanic membrane is at fault and the small 
bones of the ear are not injured, people are enabled to 
hear by means of plugs being put in the ears. In fact, 
the plugs are called false drums. “However, I hope, by 
aid of my appliance.” says Dr. Stiens, “to 


the 
make even those who have lost their hearing 
through diseases of the bones or membrane of 


the ear hear by applying my instrument to the heal, 
as the body is a good vcondector of electricity and 
I expect to produce hearing through vontact with it in 
much the same wey as I have succeeded in producing 
sight. When in use the instrument will be something 
on the order of the telephone, the vibrations being car- 
ried through the person spoken to and hence by the 
nerves and eustachian tubes to the auditory nerve, 
which conveys the sound to the center of hearing in the 
brain.” ut,“ asked muy friend, “if the auditory nerve 
is at fault, what then?” Dr. Stiens stated that other 
nerves would be educated, so to speak, to take its 


piace. 
While the appliance for hearing is a little mor vague 


and uncertain than his invention for artificial sight, 


still it seems to me from what I have personally gath- 
ered along this line, that we ars apt to see a most per- 
fect appliance for hearing at an earlier date than the 
one for artificial sight, as there are a number of invent- 
ors in this country at the present time who are working 
on similar instru:nents, and I have had the pleasure of 
meeting one who has already perfevted a very useful 
electrical appliance for hearing that is now being made 
in New York and will soon d on the market. 


In speaking of different appliances in the way of 
trumpets for improving poor hearing, cne of the great- 
est difficulties is to persuade a lady to use anything in 
the May of a trumpet, which is awkward in appearance 
and an open acknowledgement of her deficiency, but 
while East I saw for the first time a vie in the Way 
of a fan which can be used with remarkable results and 
perfectly deceive the average obs*rver as to the real 
purpose of the fan, which is exactly the same as the or- 
dinary folding fan. in appearance, but affords a perfect 
ear trumpet. fe. 

I might add in connection with Dr. Stiens’s work, that 
he has recently recovered from a severe iliness, which 
has retarded his scientific work, as he had nearly com- 
pleted these instruments some time ago, but has been 
unable to perfect them until a few months since, but 
he is again at work and we shall hope to hear more 
of him in the near future. He is still a Russian sub- 
ject, I believe, and ameng other things, a doctor of 
philosophy.
